THE USUAL REPUBGICAN VICTORY. 
Syvecial Dispatch to The Gi s Tribune. 

tuTLAND, Vt., Sept.. 5.—-[Be State elec- 
tion today passed off very quietly. Vermont 
is so strongly rooted in its Republicanism 
that very little attention has been attracted 
towards it during the quiet ¢ampaign that 
has taken place, and the overwhelming de- 
feat of the Democrats and Greenbackers was 
long ago a foregone conclusion.

LittLe Rock, Ark., Sept. 5—The Dem- 
ocrats have swept the State by a large 
majority on the State ficket, and have been 
successful in most counties except the few 
largely Republican. The vote was the 
heaviest ever polled, and the heaviest gains 
are in the Democratic counties, especially in 
the great Democratic stronghold, the north- 
west. The Legislature will be Democratic 
by a heavy majority, and will reélect Senator 
Garland, who will have practically no op- 
position in any quarter. Returns contain 
little about the Greenback ticket. Some of 
the Greenbackers voted for the Republican 
State ticket, but most appear to have sup- 
ported the Democratic ticket.

Slack, has run considerably ahead: of 
his ticket, being a man of great personal pop- 
ularity. The election is very close in this 
county. A small majority is claimed for the 
People’s or Democratic ticket, but the same 
claim is also made by the Republicans. In- 
terest centres chiefly in the Sheriff, for which 
ex-Mayor Fletcher opposed Col. Oliver, 
present Sheriff, and a leading Republican. 
HeLeNA, Ark., Sept. 5.—The election in 
this State yesterday gave a victory to the 
Democrats despite a majority of 2,000 Repub- 
lican usually cast. Prohibition figured prom- 
inently in the canvass.

THORNBURGH WRITES A SCATHING LETTER 
TO HUBBELL’S COMMITTEE.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 5.—The Repab- 
lican Congressional Committee is not likely 
to escape trouble on account of its inter- 
fering in the factional contests between Re- 
publicans in the Southern States.

Your 
statement of conclusions reached in re- 
gard to this irregularity, etc.. of the Houk 
convention, and your denunciation of the men 
composing the convention which nominated 
Mr. Rule, indicate that you have accepted the 
statement of Mr. Houk asthe basis of your 
action. "There were two conventions beld here. 
One nominated Mr. Rule, the other Mr. Houk. 
Mr. Houk bappens to be a member of your com- 
mittee. You jndorse his nomination, and assume 
to direct the Republicans of Tennessee to sup- 
Eos him.

SAINT INGERSOLL’S DAY.

WasuineTor, D. C., Sept. 5.—** You cane 
not come into court and throw sevenor eight 
tons of paper ata man, and say ‘You are 
guilty!’"; “An indi¢tment is for some 
thing”; “It is notso hard to write an offense 
as it ig to prove it’; “ Every link in the chain 
isa mistake or a falseliood”’; “ The. indict- 
ment was nade by adding mistakes to false- 
hood’): “What the indictment weaves the evi- 
dence ravels”—Kobert Ingersoll stood be- 
fore the star-route jury today for five hours, 
and he enlivened the recital of what 
he galled “the dusty branch of 
the case, the law and the facts,” with 
senterices like these. The court-room in 
which the trialis held is the one in which 
Guiteau was arraigned, convicted, and sen- 
tenced. The material arrangements of the 
room are in the main the same as they were 
then. It is a court-room which, in its shabby 
condition, its bad ventilation, and unwhole- 
some surroundings, would be considered a 
disgrace in any commercial city. The fact 
that Bob Ingersoll was to speak has been 
knowffor days, and as early as 9 o’clock, as 
in the Guiteau trial, people began to enter 
the rooin to take the fe®W choice places that 
could be had. Those who came early were 
wise. Long before 10 o’clock, the hour of 
meeting, every seat was filled, and when the 
venerabie Bailiff cried * Uyez!’’ there was 
not a place within the limits of the room for 

another man or woman to stand. Man 
women there were standing, and some stoot 
through the long heated hours. The audi- 
ence was composed of all grades of life, and, 
curiously enough, there were few negroes. 
On the outer edges of the crowd, as if afraid 
to come tou near, were several ex-post-office 
officials implicated in the various charges of 
traud now on trial, but who were not indict- 
ed. They seemed to shun too close proximi- 
ty to the jury-box. There were bureau offi- 
cers from the departinents, such strangers as 
venture into Washington at this season of 
the year, and many members of the bar. 
Notable among the ladies, as on yes- 
terday, was Mrs. Dorsey, wife of 
the ex-Senator, one of the accused. 
‘There were besides the wives of 
several “others of the defendants, and the 
wife of the colored ex-Senator Bruce, now 
Kegister of the Treasuiy. wedace! | came early. 
He bears the trial with —ny iy. He never 
seems disturbed, but be has grown older. 
The defense, as is their custom, were soon in 
their places. They arranged themselves 
about the table where, Guiteau used tu say, 
“Hell’s quartet” (the awies who prose- 
cuted him). had their seats. Near Brady, on 
the lefi, sat Gen. Henkle, the lawyer who, if 
the least brilliant, has made the openges 
points yet made for the defense. Col. Bob 
Ingersoll, who to the audience was the orator 
of the'aqay and not the man trying to keep 
Dorsey trom prison, entered soon after- 
wards, wear a broad-brimmed hat 
and looking like a comfortable farm- 
er, He was followed by his 
rephew, his cousiant attendant, who carried 
the few reference-books which he wasto ex- 
hibit to the juiy. At the right of Ingersoll 
sat Jeff Chandler, the most fiery orator of the 
defense, next to him, the almost grotesgue 
McSweeny, who has made the most sensation- 
al jury speech in tne trial, whom, it is said, 
the people of his county will go 200 miles to 
hear, He seemed aeeoep thought; possibly 
he was considering What reception tre would 
have at the hands of his Democratiic breth- 
ren in Ohio, in the midst of this prohibition 
campaign, when. he goes home bearing 
the charter of the Sons of Jonadab, 
of whom he isanewapostie. McDonald, 
the sculptor, sat next him, wmwakin 

sketches of the leading lawyers, and behin 
him was the dock, filled not with the ranting 
assasin, whose skeleton withoutan owner 
is in a dark closet of the Medical Museum, 
but by men and women not familiar with 
their surroundings.

Promptly at 10 o’clock the 
Judge took his seat upon the bench, grave 
dignified, care-worn; the Bailiff crie 
*“Oyez!”’ and Judge Wylie said: “Mr. Inger- 
soll, it\is now your turn.” ‘ The farmer-look- 
ing man arose, moved as easily as he could 
through the throng to the narrow space in 
front of the jury-box, and laid upon the table 
a pile of manuscript wrapped in a well-worn 
newspaper. He began with a speech 
a half an hour in length devoted 
toe a refutation of the

The War 
was a period of moral enthusiasm dur 
which the peeple had becomé a thousan 
times grander ard nobler than they had 
ever been before. When we shook 
the shackics off 4,000,000 people it did 
not demoralize us. When we changed 
the hut of a slave _ into castle 
of a freeman it did not demoralize us. The 
jury had been told that the United States 
was distinguished among the natigns of the 
world only for corruption. It made no dif- 
ference to bim that it was quoted from a Re- 
publican Senator. He denied it; he nad al- 
ways supposed the people of America were 
distinguished for free schools, for free speech, 
for just laws, not for corruption. The jury 
was appealed to also to become corrupt. He 
never Would try to vuta stain on the fore- 
head of his country in order that he might 
consign some honest man to the penitentiary.

Whoever found a verdict to please power, 
whoever violated his conscience that he 
might be in accord, or supposed aceord, with 
an Adwinistration or Government, was 
bribed.

Ingers6dli then proceeded to a 
minute analysis of the charges in the indict- 
ment, taking up and examing all the routes 
in detail, showing the variances which exist- 
ed between the charges in the indictment 
and the evidence, especially in relation to 
dates. Makinga résumé of his argument, 
he said that In the indictment there were 
tweive charges as to the filing of false peti- 
tions, ten charges as to fraudulently signing 
snub-contracts, ‘The evidence showed the ten 
oaths were true; that it was impsssible to 
file a sub-contract, and that the petitions were 
absolutely genuine and honest with two 
exceptions. The prosecution had tried to 
prove that in one petition the words “ sched- 
ule thirteen hours ” had been inserted; but 
he denied that the é@vidence sustained that 
claim. The other petition which the prose- 
cution claim to be fraudulent was she 
* Utah ” petition, and tits had remained un- 
acted upon by the Second Assistant Post- 
master-General. Ingersoll, addressing the 
court, said he supposed he could with pro- 
priety draw an inference as to the policy of 
the Post-Office Department from the papers 
presented in the case. 

The court replied that he had refused to 
receive the evidence og that subject when 
otfered by the defense fOr the simple reason 
that he was of opinion that no Second As 
sistant Postmaster-General could -establish 
avy policy for the Government or for any 
braneh of the Government. The policy 
of the Government was to be found 
in the law and the court was unwilling to let 
the Second-Assistant ’ostinaster-General set 
up his policy in defense of his case, He had 
no right to bave a policy. 

Mr. Ingersoll replied that he had never 
sought to sétup the policy of the Second- 
Assistant Postinaster-General, or had never 
dreamed of Such a thing. All he had in- 
sisted was that the general policy of head of 
a department might be followed by subordi- 
nate officers without laying themselves liable 
to the charge of having been purchased. In- 
gersoll then took up the charges of payment 
ot false claims, taking first the Kearney- 
Kent route -Om this route the prosecution 
claimed that @ payinent of $662.72 bad been 
made on a false claim presented by 
Peck & Vaile. There was evidence 
to show that the expedition ‘was 
fraudulent, but, conceding that it was, the 
total amount of the false payment was $16.60. 
The reeord further showed Peck did not 
present this claim. ‘The same was true of 
the other routes. Incidentally Ingersoll 
mentioned Turner’s hame, and severely criti- 
cised the action of the prosecution in regard 
to that defendant. . He had been indicted, 
taken from his home, and pursued as though 
he were a wild beast. The Government 
could not prove a single thing against him, 
and there was only one course léft—to dis- 
miss him with an insult ‘The prosecution 
alleged that J. W. Dorsey received by fraud 
$124,591. ‘Ine ‘eveidénce showed that there 
were seven Dorsey routes, which paid $58,- 
904, and, in truth, Dorsey only got $392—not 
another copper, That, he should insist, 
was a fatal variance. Every link in the chain 
of the indictment was a mistake or false- 
hood. It was made by adding mistake to 
falsehood, and what the indictment wove 
the evidence raveled. Why were false dates 
putin indictment? The prosecution had to 
deceive the grand jury. It would hot do to 
tell the grand jury that the defendants con- 
spired on the Wd of May, and in pursuance 
of that conspiracy filed affidavits on the 3d 
of April preceding. Then they had to de- 
ceive the court, because, if the true dates had 
been set forth in the indictment the court 
would have instantly said: * You cannot 
prove conspiracy on the 23d of May by show- 
overt acts in the April previ- 
ous.” Did the prosecution expect to win 
the case on this indictment? No, but 
they could keep itin court long enough to 
allow them to attack and malign the charac- 
ter of the defendants—long enough to vent 
their venom and spleen on good and honest 
wen, and justify in part the commencement 
of this infamous proseettion,

evidence. If there were taken out of this 
case the suspicions, rumors, prejudices, epi- 
thets, and arrogant declarations, the amount 
of real evidence would be surprisingly small. 
Prejudice would give the lie to all the other 
senses. It would swear the north star out 
of the sky of truth, lt was the womb of in- 
justice, and the man who could not rise 
above prejudice was not a civilized man, but 
a barbarian. He did not wish this case tried 
by prejudice, Merrick had said in his ad- 
dress that he had once argued that the jury 
were judges of the law as well as of 
the fact, but that, at the same 
time, he did not. belleve it was 
safe and true doctrine. Was he candid then ? 
Was he candid now? His doctrine appeared 
to be this: *“* When I am afraid of the court, 
linsist that the jury are judges of the law. 
W pen | am afraid of the jury, I turn the law 
over to the court.” He (Ingersoll) believed

In other words, the tesiimony 
showed that John W. Dorsey was an honest 
man, and there was no jury~—never had 
been, never would be—that would find a 
man like that guilty on evidence guch as had 

been presented. Now he came to speak of 
his other client, Stephen W, Dorsey, a frjend 
of his, aman who was not simply a polt- 

tician, but a statesman. MeSweeny, in his 
opening address, had stated that S. W. Dor- 
sey Jad lost money on his ‘star routes, and 
Merrick. had eriticized the defense for not 
calling Bosler to prove this statement.

** There’s not money enough in the Treasury, 
there’s not gold and silver enough in the veins 
of the world, to tempt me to misstate the evi- 
dence whens a man is on trial for his life and 
liverty.”

FIRE RECORD, 


In the Cotww Barn at Shufeldt’s Dis- 
' tillery. 

The alarm from Box No. 813 soon after 
noon yesterday was caused by the discovery 
of fire in the southeast corner of the large 
one-story brick barn attached to Shufeldt’s 
distillery at the corner of Hawthorne and 
Chicago avenues. The structure is 400 by 
300 feet, and is used for stabling cows, which 


are fed on the swill from the still, and stor- 


ing the hay which is sometimes fed to the 
bovines. The flames spread very rapidly 
through the building, the interior of which 
was all wood, and the hay was also soon 
ignited, aiding very materially in the prog- 
rese of the blaze. Accordmgly, a5 soon as 
the Fire Marshal reached the scene, he 


turned in a second alarm, and as 
soon a8 possible the vicinity was 
crowded with engines. At the time the fire 
begun there were 1,022 cows in the barn, 
owned as follows: M. Jansen, 71; P. Ren- 
derer, 20; M. Johamnerson, 53; A. ‘Torn, 96;

among the poor brutes as the flames and 
smoke closed in upon thei, and it was with 
great difficulty that a few that were near the 
exit were removed. The department did ex- 
cellent work, however, and aithough nearly 
all the woodwork was destroyed and a hun- 
dred tons of hay In the loft was ruined by 
fire and weter, only one of the Jarge head of 
cattle was found to have perished, and it had

Trying to Tack on a Charge of $2 for 
Taking Grain-Laden Cars to the 
Elevators in This City. 

A meeting of the freight representatives of 
the roads centering in Chicago was held yes- 
terday afternoon at the Grand Pacific Hotel 
for the purpose of taking some action regard- 
ing the switching of cars to the elevators in 
this city. Up to 1878 the railroads centering 
here were in the habit of charging $2 per car 
for taking grain-laden cars to the elevators.

Lately, however, some of the 
roads have been urging that the 
former charge of $2 per car for doing such 
service be restored again. This cannot be 
accomplished without uniform action on the 
part of ali the lines. To find out whether 
such uniformity of achon could be secured 
was the object of vesterday’s caucus.

these contracts. The railroads, on the other 
hand, claim that their contracts with steain- 
ship agents expired yesterday. 

The railroads look upon each other with a 
good deal of jealousy, and each one is afraid 
that the otheris using unfair means to se- 
cure the bulk of the business. 

The opinion is gaining more ground every 
day that if the Grand Trunk continues in its 
present position the agreement from Chicago 
cannot be maintained much longer. 


An Interview with William H. Vander- 

bilt. 
Special Diepateh to The Chicago Tribune. 
_ Burrato, N. Y., Sept. 5—Your corre- 
spondent interviewed William H. Vander- 
bilt, President of the New York Central Rail- 
road, tonight at Niagara Falls. The conver- 
sation was directed to ‘the general business 
outiook of the country and such railroad 
questions as are of public interest at this 
time. 

“T will not say that the business of the 
country is at this time in the best condition 
ever experienced, nor that the prospects are 
the brightest ever seen,”’ said Mr. Vander- 
bilt, ** but the outlook for the next eighteen 
months is certainly very good. The prin- 
cipal evidence of this is in the fine crops 
of the West. Of course good crops 
beget prosperity for all classes when there 
are no drawbacks In another direction. The 
labor question is not settled, but there will 
be less time wasted in strikes next year than 
during the present season. This is one of 
the good things promised for the laboring 
classes, as well as for manufacturers and 
others. ‘There is the usual amount of wild- 
cat speculation. it is one of the bad features 
of American business life that when times are 

le of means become reckless or ex- 
ak and the laboring classes become 
dissatisfied and unsteady, falling an easy 
prey to dangerous agitators. In all respects, 
however, the prospects for the country asa 
whole encouraging.”

than tariff rates are being charged by the St.’ 
Louis roads. It is claimed that the St. Louis 
business is not profitable, and that the tariff 
rates on all such anticles should be restored. 
It seems that all the managers are in favor of 
making the advance, and it is therefore quite 
certain that an agreement for advancing St. 
Laut rates will be effected at today’s meet- 
ng. 


The Transportation Problem—Extracts 
from an Address Delivered at tlowa 
State Fair Yesterday by Ralilroad-Com- 
missioner Wilson. 

Following are the pithy portions of the ad- 
dress delivered at the lowa State Fair yes- 
terday by the Hon. James Wilson, Railroad 
Commissioner: 

Lbave nopatience. with the fear that lowa 
people would rendér vaiuciess railroad property 
by hostile legisiation. Our people will own the 
railroads some day. not far distant, Our prod- 
ucte went abroad and brought home the 
National bond. Our products will go abroad 
and bring home the ruilroad boad. When our 
surplus capital can no longer be loaned to farm- 
ers, Or school districts, of manufacturers, it will 
seek the railroad security. His imagination 
must be tame who cannot foresee Lowa people a 
creditor people. Our school fund will some day 
be investedin railroad bonds. Trustees will buy 
them; men will invest in them: baokers will 
asoare with them when the National debt is 
paid. 

ENCOURAGING MANUFACTURES. 

_ There are quesdons in point today that re- 
quire careful consideration tnat might he classed 
under the head of discrimination. Our several 
railroads are encouraging manufacturing along 
their lines by giving low rates on material. 
These factories compete with like institutions 
further East that are well established, where 
money is cheaper, where labor is pientier and 
cheaper, and conditions morefavorable. lt ma 
be reasonably said that they could not establis 
themselves without the help of low rates, and of 
such low rates as the companies could not ex- 
tend to all freight. That the building up of 
these factories are of great value to the raii- 
roads now and prospectively ‘is evident, but 
should they be assisted in infancy by rates that 
other shippers cannot have, or would it be best 
tobave charges to all uniform on the same 
classes of goods, and wait gnother generation 
till denser population, cheaper money and labor 
justified their establishment? I am ciecar enough 
on the point that one factory should hbave 
the same rate as another for like service, 
and also that great benefit is coming to the 
State from the manufactures of raw material 
now wasting and neglected, but many people 
would decline to favor manufactures. It is 
certain that the establishment of canning fac- 
tories, Oat meal mills, packing-bouses, cream- 
eries, tow mills, tanneries, foundries, corn- 
sirup factories, sugar-cane factwuries, woolen 
milis, implement works, shoe factories, oil 
miils, fouring mills, paper milis, glass factories, 
cutlery works, machine sbops, barb-wire fuac- 
tories, and the like, are gredually solving much 
of the transportation probiem for us, and the 
railroads are favoring them. No growth in 
lowa so surprises an inquirer as the growth of 
our manufac@pres. It is a*fact that discrimina- 
tiens are made in their favor, but the haul is 
inter-State in nearly every instance. 


KEEPING OUT OF COURT. 


One proposition in all attempted law-making 
concerning it would bave led to failure ana dis- 
appointment—that is, the attempt to find a 
remedy for all abuse through the courts. If 
ever satisfactory relations are established be- 
tween the railroads and the people it wiil be by 
keeping them out of the courts as muct as pos- 
sible; not because judicial decisions fail to con- 
taim correct principles, but use it takes too 
jong and wosts too muchto reach decisions. 
operates under a course of rules, most 
of which are 100 years old. They are the es- 
seuce of logic, and applicable to every condi- 
tion of business, but nine-tenths of the busi- 
ness is done by general consent, ind ndent of 
rules. The rules are usedtor tigfiting, This 
illustrates ny meaning concerning keeping rail- 
roads and the peopie vut of the courts. 


FEDERAL COMMISSIONERS, 


Inter-State commerce bas grown so great that 
the diverse interests conducting it cannot agree 
upon waysof preventing competition. Powers 
bave been instituted representing the great 
through lines that put on the habiliments of 
Government, executive, legisiative, and judicial 
departments. Tnis power frames law, but: has 
mo power to enforce it. Division is made of 
Dusioess through pools, but human nature in 
some member induces it to break over the 
agreement. [tis thought by the ablest railroad 
men, that Federal power must be invoked to 
compel faith among poolers. When railroads 
quarrel stockholders get nothing. The organi- 
zation of a Federal Commission is only a ques- 
tion of time. A Federal Commission will begin 
its work where the State Commissioners stop. 
lt will get facts and should promptly settle dis- 
putes without delay or expense. No appeal 
should beallowed from its decisions to any 
court unless the controversy invoived large 
amounts. It should take cognizance of 
complaints brought to its noticé by State Com- 
missions. The ablest men in the iand should be 
its members, and their pay should equal the Su- 
preme Court Judges’ salaries. There is no more 
reason to doubt the honesty of such a commis- 
sion; than there isto doubt the honesty of the 
Supreme Court, if the same care is exercised in 
selecting the Commissioner that is used in ap- 
pointing the Judges. 

POOLING, 

or distribution of business or earnings is a nat- 
urai resource to prevent wars among carriers. 
Pooling officers are created by the companies, 
and only responsibie tothem,. Harmony among 
carriers is the object of their creation, and the 
magnifying of their office the natural erowth. 
They consider the transportation proble:n 
from the standpoint of the carrier’s interest. 
That may or may not comprehend the 
producer and consumer’é interest. They be- 
come a greater necessity as their knowledge of 
the details of commerce increases, and suggests 
to the law-making puwer the way to remedy the 
abuses of the carryiug business. 

Pooling is welcumed by the shipper, because 
it relieves generally frum discriminanon. The 
producer is not of necessity considered by the 
pool officer, except at the point where produc- 
tion would be interféred with. Pooling is unl- 
versal where competition would reduce rates, 
and are @ necessity to prevent fluctuations that 
are ruinous to the merchant. But there is a 
principle beneath the interests of both mer- 
chant and carrier which ghould be considered in 
pool making. The rate should be fair to the 
producer, and his ropresentative should have a 
say in arranging the pool. Bargains are uot 
fairly made without the consent of ail the 
parties interested. 

It is urged by some leading railroad men that

the law-making power should only interfere to 
sanction compacts made between povl officers. 
This would be well taken if pool officers were 
infallibie and invariably rigbt. The growth of 
monopolies in oil, and coal, and lumber, and ore, 
through rebates and special privileges, show 
that pooling in inter-State commerce needs pub- 
licity, regeneration, and reformation. 


MINIMUM CHARGES, 


When a Federal power shall consider what is 
right regarding controverted questions relating 
to trauspourtation, miniwwum charges will be es- 
tablished:as well as maximum. Tbe most prom- 
inent evil in inter-State commerce, as it operates 
in lowa today, arises from rates at competing 
points 80 low that neéigbborhbood trade is 
disturbed. The remedy would be to require all 
rates fur like distances to be correspondingly 
reduced, or the rate to be raised where it is be- 
neath cost of hauling. Hut there is no power to 
interfere in ivter-State commerce. 

REDUCED CO8T OF TRANSPORTATION. 

The average cost of transportation is being 
reduced gradually in obedience to influences 
that are nore potent than law-makers. Capital 
is competing. Intelligence is competing. Our 
country is becoming wealthy through produc- 
tion. Out country. is becoming perfect in it- 
self. Money is kepfathome. State and Federal 
expenditures are made at home. This is an age 
of industrial development. We are all intent 
on betterment. The people bave more money 
to invest every year. The tavorit investmert 
of our people is in railroads. The sea competes 
to a certain extent, and helps to fix reusonabie 
rates. The lakes exert an influence and help 
to keep rates down. The rivers carry cheaply 
and have their influence in moderating rates. 
Canals belp to keep rates low. Ooeaystem com-

The New York, West Shore & Buffalo 
Railway — Statement by President 
Winslow. 

Mr. E. F. Winslow, President of the North 
River Construction Company, has just sub- 
mitted to the stockholders a statement and 
résuiné of the present and prospective condi- 
tion of the affairs of this company and of the 
work of the construction of the New York, 
West Shore & Buffalo Railway. 

The total amount expended up to date on 
the construction of the West Shore & Buffalo 
Road, according to Mr. Winslow’s statement, 
is as follows: 

Paid by North River Construction Com- 
pany on the portion trom Cornwall to Buf- 
falo, including the Albany Branch, 386 miles, 
$11,109,889, Paid by Ontario & Western 
Railway Company on the portion ftom Wee- 
hawken to Cornwall, including the Middle- 
town Branch, seventy-seven miles, about 
$6,500,000, Total expenditures on whole 
road and branches, 465 miles, $17,699,839, 

The New York, West Shore & Buffalo, Mr. 
Winslow says, was Organized for the puf- 
pose of construeting a double-track railway 
from Weehawken to Buffalo (425 miles), with 
branches fromCorn wall to Middietown(twen- 
ty-five miles) and frou: Coeymans to Albany 
(thirteen miles). The New York, Ontario & 
Western Company contracted to build so 
much of the railway as is situated between 


Weehawken and Cornwall (fitty-two miles) 


double-track 
single-track branch (twenty-five miles) 
frem Cornwall to Middletown, where a 
connection is made with the New York, On- 
tario & Western at its present southern ter 
minus. It has provided all the funds re- 
quired for completion of its contract and for 
improving and more fully equipping its pres- 
ent roads. 

The West Shore Company pays for the con- 
struction of this seventy-seven miles of road 
(which includes three tunnels), $10,000,000 
in its5 per cent lirst mortgage bonds and 
about $2,500,000 in capital stock. ‘The tracks 
will be ready for movement of trains be- 
tween Middletown and Weehawken by the 
end of this year. 

The North River Construction Company 
contracted with the West Shore Company in 
January, 1881, to build and equip all the rest 
of its road, Cornwall to Albany and Buffalo 
(386 miles). ‘The whole work has 
been prosecuted vigorously and _  sys- 
tematically, with the exception of the 
division from the Oswego Canai,in Syracuse, 
to Bulfalo (148 nales), on which the final lo- 
ca:ion has been made and the rights of way 
mainly secured. The work upon this di- 
vision is now ready for contractors. The es- 
timated cost, without equipment, is $11,365,- 
000. This estimate of the entire cost is 
made upon known quantities and prices paid 
for property, work, and materials. It in- 
cludes grounds for stations and terminals, 
and all buildings and structures, . 

Twenty thousand men are now at work 
between New York and Syracuse, with all 
necessary engines, cars, teams, wachinery, 
tools, and other appliances. It is expectea 
the entire roadway to Syracuse will be ready 
for track superstructure before December, 
and that tracklaying (now in progress at sev- 
eral places) will be completed to Albany and 
Syracuse in January. The third division 
can be completed, ready for business, before 
ap ewe 1883. 

ne-third of the entire roadway will be 
level. The maximum grade going east (ex- 
cept one grade of thirty feet)—the direction 
in which the great bulk of the traffic is 
moved—is twenty feet to the mile, and going 
west thirty feet to the mile. Eighty per cent 
of the entire roadwav is on a straight line. 
The maximum curves are four degrees, and 
they exceed two degrees on only twenty- 
three miles of the road. 

The bridges are of iron, the culverts of ma- 
sonry, and every portion of the work is being 
constructed after the most approved meth- 
ods, the result of the experience on other 
roads. 

‘The track will be laid with steel rails 
weighing sixty-seven pounds per yard and 
well ballasted. Ample sidings and turnouts 
will be provided.

A com- 
mittee of Congressmen have no authority to 
levy any su¢h demand, and. the law provides 
a penalty in the case of any other person 
making it. | 

The American people cannot but regard 
the collection of this enormous fund other 
than as a vast corruption fund, For what is 
jt collected? The theory of expending it in 
“decuments” is too totally absurd. The 
sum exceeds $2,000 in each Congressional 
district. Iu one-half the Congressional dis- 
tricts the majority, either Republican or 
Democratic, isso decided that any expenditure 
of money is amere waste, But money ought 
not to be wanted from this committee forany 
district. In each Congressional dis}rict there 
are local committees, whose provm*e is to 
levy a direct assessemegt’of from $500 to 
$5,000 on the candidate nominated. This, 
with the other local assessments, ought to 
be the total corruption fund needed or 
available in any district. What is the 
money needed for then? All the money 
needed for any honess political purpose at 
any election in any State should be left ex- 
clusively to be contributed by parties inter- 
ested in that State, and as a general thing the 
great bulk of the money, however raised, Is 
expended to keep’ up gangs of professional 
appropriators of other people’s money. itis 
arare occasion when money corruptly ex- 
pended accomplishes any result other than- 
to furnish spending money to men utterly in- 
capable of serving the party in any legiti- 
mate or honest way. Just now the commit- 
tee at Washington is engrossed with the 
question as to which candidate is the regu- 
lar and whieh the bolter in several districts— 
that is, to which applicant for the plunder 
this eommittee shall send the money. The 
fact is, it would have been far more profita-, 
ble to the Republican party had Jay Hub- 
bell’s committee never met, and, further, had 
it disbanded tong ago never to meet again. 
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WOMAN'S WORK. 

There was a question asked the other day 
in Parliament of Mr. Faweett, the Postmas- 
ter-General, which has avery wide signif- 
cance, not only in Great Britain but in our 
owh country, and in its general bearings it 
may be saidéo involve the future of various 
departments of unmanly labor now filled by 
men. ‘Phe question asked the English Post- 
master-General was whether it was his in- 
tention to intrust the whole of the work of 
the Savings-Bank Department to female 
clerks, and what steps he proposed to take to 
compensate the existing maie staff for the 
inevitable injury they must sustain by the 
abolition of their establishment. «ln reply 
to this question Mr. Faweett said that he did 
not intend to dispense with the services of 
those now employed on the male establish- 
ment of the Post-Office Savings Bank, but he 
did not disclaim the intention of intrusting 
the whole work of the departinent to women, 


i only the change would not be a sudden ene. 


Vacancies are not to be created, but as fast 
as they-eccur they will be! filled by women. 

The Spectator in commenting upon the 
Rostmaster-General’s decision looks forward 


to the time when the department will be com- | 


pletely filled with women, and thinks that the 
movement is likely to grow and become 
larger and larger, whether we like it or not, 
because as the number of competent women 
increases it will be nore and more to the in- 
terest of employers to give them work. It 
says: 


Both because their wants are fewer, and be- 
cause they have to underbid men in order to 
get employed at all, they wili take lower wages 
than men, and in many situations they will prob- 
ably give more care and diiigence ia return. In 
the tirst instance, it will be tne wore stupid meu 
who will suffer from their rivairy. When it is 
found that the services of a fairly efficient young 
woman caa be bad for less money toan it bas 
hitherto been the custom to pay a very ineili- 
cient young man, meflicient young men will 
be more of drugsin tbe market thun they even 
now are. As theeducation of Women improves, 
the clever giris will more and wore come abreast 
of the clever young men, and (ben the saine pruc: 
ess will be répeated. Tne eutrance of wome 
into men's employment will not increase the 
work to be done; it will only doubie the numbers 
of those who are competent to doit. It is a new 
sensation to a young man to tind that his ap- 
plivation fora cierksbip Das been rejected in 
faver of one from a girl of bis own age; but it is 
asensation that will be felt mure and more 
often as years go on. 


In other words, if the Spectator’s premises 
are correct, it is to be a question of the sur- 
vival of the fittest. Well, if the women are 
the fittest, then let them survive. In this 
process of labor evolution, if the men cannot 
do certain work as well as women, then let 
thei do other work, The Postmaster-Gen- 


| eral stated it as his experience that his work 


was done better, more prémptly, more neatly, 


|_Mmore accurately by women than by men; 


then why shuuld they not have the werk ? 
Their spheres of labor are restrieted/but the 
whole field of labor is open to man, 

In this country, as in every other, there 


are more wowen than men. This is specially 


true in the more thickly-settied business 
portions, for women cannot emigrate like 
men. ‘They are doomed to be stationary. 
Large numbers of them must earn a living. 
In the natureof things many must remaiu un- 
married and support themselves. Many who 
are married have to take care of themselyes 
or help support their families owing to the 
shiftiesness, dissipation, sickness, or mis- 
fortune of their husbands. We need not go 
away ‘from Chicago te look for illustrations. 
The city is overrun with women, young and 
old, wanting work, eager to work, and capa- 
ble of work, and yet many departments of 
Jabor which rightfully belong to them are 
filled by young men. It seems to be the 
tendency of young men, even of those who 
fluck into the cities froin the country, where 
they have been accustomed to work, to seek 
for light, easy iabor, because they fancy it 
eentecl. in addition to the large number 
of city-born they flock into the city from 
the rural districts in swarms, They 
are found, in our | bookstores, dry- 
goods stores; jewelry stores, shoe stores, in 
ofices where copying can be had, and in 
numerous other places, They earn trifling 
wages—about enough to pay their board, 
clothe themselves, get a pair of gloves, and 
go to the theatre occasionally and run out to 
the parks on Sundays; but they save noth- 
ing.’ They are doing women’s work, and 
not doing it so well as women can. They 
are usurping places that belong to the other 
sex, and will shamelesly stand behind the 
same-counter with girls measuring tape or 
cutting off calico. Every one of these young 
underworked men, employing neither muscle 
nor brain, should be tnade to give up hls 
place toa woman. Every man doing a Wom- 
an’s work should be made to quit it and com- 
mence doing a man’s work, or else he should 
be. compelled to marry and go w work 
an® support the woman whom he has 
deprived of the means of supporting 
herself. It is rather funny to notice that the 
Spectator, i discussing the probable results 
of this movement, thinks that women, “if 
they are fond of their work and proud of 
‘their success in it, may dislike the inevita- 
ble distractions of married life, and regard 
husband and children as s0 meny hindrances 
to the business which’ really occupies their 
thoughts.” This is arguing against human 
nature. Nature is not to ** be expelled with 
a fork,” nor is the ordinance of marriage to 
be prejudiced by any phases of the labor 
question. On the other hand, any woman 
who has proved that she \s able to support 
herseif will bea prize in the matrimonial mar- 
ket, and marriage will not alone be a union 
of hearts but a union of hands in a genuine 
busimess partnership. There is po danger 


| 
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There is a man’s work to be done by every 
man now living in this country—work that 
requires courage, intelligence, and muscle— 
and the whole boundless West stands ready, 
inviting and waiting for them and ready to 
richly repay them. The man who, as Uncle 
2ufus Hatch says, is willing to put on cow- 
hfe boots, tuck his trousers inside the boot- 
leg, get up and go to work at 6 o’clock in the 
morning, rougl it with the roughest, superin- 
tend and persunally oversee every detail, can 
make an easy and early foftune and return 
home as independent as a lord, “Women 
cannot do this, but there are plenty of able- 
bodied young men doing women’s work in 
Chicago who can and ought to do it and 
give up their places to women, or else hunt 
up the women whose places they have stolen, 
marry them, and take good care of them. 
Give the Women a chancein every woman’s 
place. There is no danger that they will 
ever usurp men’s work, except the work of 
the namby-painby genteel sort, and in that 
lige there will quickly be no question which 
is fittest to survive. All over the Great 
West, in Minnesota, lowa, Dakota, Montana, 
Nebraska, Wyoming, and Colorado, there are 
fortunes waiting in the earth and all along the 
new roads stretching through them for 
smart, energetic young fellows. Ali that is 
needed is man’s work, and it is work which 
those now doing female labor in our cities 
can do. Go West, young man, and give the 
women a chance, 
THE DEMOCRATIC TWO-THIRDS RULE. 
lt is generally known that the rule which 
governs Democratic National Conventions 
reguires atwo-thirds vote fur the nomina- 
tion of candidates, but it is not generaliy 
known why this rule was adopted. Alex- 
ander H. Stephens, now Democratic candi- 
date for Governor of Georgia, has had occa- 
sion to give the history of this rnie. It was 
followed in the Georgia State Convention of 
1880, but dropped this year, and hence Mr. 
Stephens has been reproached by some of 
his opponents with not being fairly nominaf- 
ed. ‘This charge brought gut from bim an 
explanation that, outside of certain occa- 
sions in Georgia and the practice in New 
Jersey, the two-thirds rule has never gov- 
erned the Democratic nominations for State 
officers. In the course of this explanation 
he gave the following history of the rule; 


In 1832 Mr. Calboun and Gen. Jackson had 
quarreied. A Vice-President bad to be nomi- 
pated te run On thé Jackson ticket. 
a National conveation to nominate him—the 
tiret that ever assembled op this continent, 
Now, lum viving you history, and | want you to 
understand it, as there is more mistake on the 
subject of this two-thirds rule than on any 
other subject, except that Henry Clay was the 
author of the Missouri restriction. su ppose 
hait of this audience thinks be was, notwith- 
standing he openly disavowed it in the United 
States Senate in lou, and the regord proved the 
correctness of his disavowal. This National 
convention was called, and all the States 
seut up delegates, and tbey met ¥ 
Beltimore. The QOret thing was, “H 
shall we vote?” It was the Democratic 
Republican, old Jeffersonian, party. They said, 
tu preserve the symmetry of the Government, 
there shall be une delegate for each Senator and 
one for each mewber of the House. In tuis way 
the compusit oature of the Federa! system was 
thought to be malotained. That was all right. 
The next question was, “ How many votes sauall 
be necessary to decide?” because in this system 
itisa union of States, and Aas @ iast resort the 
election may go into the House. Now, Pennsyi- 
vania, New York, Kentucky, and a few other 
large States may combine and nominate a Presi- 
deut agalost a choice of a large majority of the 
States, apd that would not be right. Give us 
such a count a@ will assure a majority of the 
States. They thought that right, and under the 
two-thirds rule yuu could not make a copnt 
whieh would not give a majvurity of the 
States. ‘That was the origm of the rule, 
aud it was adhered to in Federal Dem- 
ocratic conventions ever since because it 
relates exciusively to Federal conventions. 
. » « | pave warred against it- for years, 
eveu in Federal conventions. It will burst up 
any party in the world in twelve years, because 
under that system there wiil always be tied-out 
horses. What is the effectof it? The leading 
public men who are the choice of the peopie 
will be beaten, and the tied-out third-rate 
horses will be brought in. And that is what 
crippled the Democratic party in the beginning, 
and buret it up in 1860 at Charieston. If the ma- 
jority rule bad been adopted chen there never 
would bave been a disruption of the Dewocratic 
party, there nevér would have been this war, 
there never would bave been any secession. and 
the good ola Sbip of State would have sailed on 
under the guidance of the gallant and nobie 
Douglas, for | will maintain bis honor and 
statesmanship now that he is dead as 1 did 
when be was living. 


It appears from this statement of the case 
that the two-thirds rule is a relic of the 
State-sovereignty hergsy of the Democratic 
party, and, like eyery effort of that pernicious 
doctrine, has beqn a source of constant irri- 
tation and embarrassment. Mr. Stephens 
charges upon it the disruption of the party 
at Charleston and the subsequent precipita- 
tion of the Rebellion. There were deeper- 
rvoted causes at the bottom of the secession 
movement, but they might have been over- 
come with time and patriotic endeavor if 
Douglas had received the Democratic nomi- 
nation at Charleston. It was certainly the 
two-thirds rule which caused the split in the 
Democratic party at that time, led to the can- 
didaey of both Breckinridge and Douglas, 
and hastened the secession movement. But 
the Democrats still adhere to this rule. They 
learn. nothing from experience. They are 
unwilling to abandon any symbol of State- 
sovereignty, though this particular rule was 
from the first a very flimsy and far-fetched 
device. It was efficient in preventing the 
nomination of Tilden in 1880, and the Demo- 
crats will probably cling tg it in despite of all 
the embarrassment it giv@s them, 

PRACTICAL PROHIBITION. 

Prohibition is a practical question. Polit- 
ically, people are not called upon to decide 
whether it is @glitor wrong to drink. There 
is not even a question of temperance in- 
volved. The question is whether it is good 
public pohey to prohibit the manufacture 
and sale of liquor. Here is some informa- 
tion bearing on that point which comes from 
Kansas: 


The assertion that Kansas has lost large num- 
bers of immigrants in consequence of its liquor- 
probibition jaws is borne out by the figures. 
Out of the 70U.0W immigrants that arrived in the 
United States during the past year, not over 
3,000 have settie@in that State. Some who went 
there with the intention of iocating departed 
for other regions a8 svon as the probibidon laws 
were brought to their notice. In one case the 
leader of a party of colonists from Austria, who 
were pussessed of abundant means, and would 
have made a very desirabie addition to the pop- 
ulation of the State, was on the point of closing 
a contract witha land agent for the purchase of 
u age furming tract, when his attention was 
called to these enactments. Thut brought the 
negotiauons to a sudden conclusion. 


Kansas is a new State and is competing for 
population. The activity of the railway-land 
agents has left no room fordoubt on this 
point. The hand of welcome extended to 
the blacks at the South in the time of the so- 
bys exodus Was prompted as much pér- 

iaps by the desire to Bniarge the population 
and hasten the development of the State as 
by Bpecial sympathy for the down-trodden. 
In Kansas, therefore, itis an important part 
of the State policy to attract uumigration. 
Prohibition has been found to discourage it. 
If the choice were between adrunken, worth» 
less set of people under a license system and 
a slower growth of an industrious, hard- 
working population under the prohibition 
system, then the advocates of prohi- 
bition might urge ‘that their policy is 
better calculated to promote the ulti- 
mate prosperity of the Staite. But tis is 
not the situation. No impartial person will 
contend that the Germans as a class are ob- 
jectionable as citiz®ns on account of their 
habits, Théy are among the most energetic 
and thrifty farmers who come to tocate in 
the United States. Yet the Germans as a 
class are beer-drinkers, and, other things 
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there in full proportion to the relative capac- 
ity of people elsewhere, though it has been 
a part of the State policy for nearly forty 
years. Taking together the experience in 
Maine and tne experience in Kansas, prohi- 
bition is certainly bad policy for the latter 
State, since it acts as a check upon immigra- 
tion without promising universal reform in 
the habits of the people. 

In every State where prohibition ts pro- 
posed it will be wise to treat it as a matter 
of public policy rather than a question of 
morals. The morality of drinking wust be 
determined by the churches and other social 
authorities; the extent of drinking may be 
controlled largely by the same influences. 
But the State must look to other considera- 
tions. It must take into account its awn in- 
terests and the interests of the manifold ele- 
ments of population, industry, and progress 
under its charge. It must recognize the 
rights of that large class of citizens who do 
not think it immoral to drink. lit cannot po- 
Hitically discern any crime in the manufact- 
ure of liquor, wine, and beer by natural 
methods from the products of Nature. Pro- 
hibition must be regarded by the State, if 
treated intelligently, in the light of public 
order, practical enforcement, Government 
revenue, and popular approval. If a major- 
ity of people are willing to vote a prohibi- 
tion law, but are not willing to furnish a 
standing army of policemen and constables 
to enforce it upon single communities which 
are notin favor of it, then it is not good pol- 
icy; it is never good policy to pass laws which 
are apt to be violated afd defied with im- 
punity. If prohibition laws are to be en- 
forced only with the club and the revolver, 
then it is not good policy to adopt the m, for 
they threaten a disturbance of the peace and 
good order of the community, which is sure 
to be injurious to the material prosperity of 
the people. lf prohibition retards the growth 
of a new State, itis badpolicy. If it deprives 
the State of an important revenue from the 
manufacture and sale of liquors without 
stopping and verhaps without even reducing 
the consumption thereof, it is bad policy. The 
release ofrevenue by the General Govern- 
mentor by the local governments which is 
raised from the manufacture and sale of, 
liquor, wine, and beer necessarily imposes 
additonal taxation upon the property and 
industry of the people. If the consumption 
of liquor isto go on just the same in a sur- 
reptitious and demoralizing way, the people 
certainly have no compensation for the new 
burden of taxation, but only submit to itin 
order that law and authority may be brought 
into contempt by humoring the prejudices of 
a portion of the community. When prohibi- 
tion cannot be urged as a practical policy, 
promising practical results of real value to 
the people associated in government, it 
should not be urged at all. 
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ATKINSON'S ADDRESS. 

This morning Mr, Edward Atkinson, the 
well-known philosophic publicist, will de 
liver an address on the occasion of the open- 
ing of the second annual fair of the New 
England Manufacturers’ and Mechahics’ In- 
stitute at Boston. It is needless to say that 
it is an able paper, filled with instructive 
and interesting matter, but too lengthy for 
publication in adaily paper, It is not news 
in the sense of matter appropriate for a 
daily journal of passing events, but is re- 
plete ‘with instructive teaching to all men 
who take an interest in the social and indus- 
trial affairs of their country and in the wel- 
fare of the human family. A special feature 
of this fair is a contribution of timber, min- 
erals, building stone, and other natural pro- 
ductions of the Southern States, with a view 
of making known to the people @ the North 
these indicauons of what may be expected in 
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Wthe future as tangible additions to our Na- 


tional prosperity. “ Prosperity,” says Mr. 
Atkinson, “consists in ample production, 
sustained by quick and ready distribution, 
and not much in what is commonly known 
as accumulated wealth.” It is a matter of 
necessity, and always will be, that at least 
nine out of ten, and probably more, should 
earn their daily bread by their daily work, 
and the true end is to make that work less 
ardueus. itis potofso much consequence 
that dollare shail be more plenty if, each dol- 
lar will buy mere this year than it did the 
last. The measure of comfort which each 
nan, woman, and child can enjoy on the 
average even in this prosperous country 
must come within what a half a dollar a day 
will buy at present prices. Under this head 
Mr. Atkinson says: 


We now number about 54,000,000, or we sball 
reach that number very soon. The followmg 
table will show bow rapidly an addition of prod- 
ucts to the value of hve cents a day per capita 
increases the gross annual product:

W bat is the product worth? 

The third question, the question of distribu- 
tion—Wbat share®f the product at its price 
does the workman receive? 


In further explanation he says that the 
great benefit following the application of 


modern inventions to useful production was | 


in the general relicf brought about by these 
inventions in the daily work of life A 
larger product, and therefore more ample 
consumption, are assured from less labor, 
measured by hours @r effort; and the time is 
near, if not present, when a moderate de- 
gree of intelligence or effort will assure a 
reasonably good subsistence to every man 
and woman who is not disqualified from 
work by laziness, vice, or disease. Placing 
land as the foundation of all property, it had, 
however, been proved that land itself was a 
inere tool, the most productive use of which 
depends upon individual production. After 
reviewing the progress of events through- 
Out the world he says: 

Presently the people of this land will bay * 
grafted upon the narrow but versatile Stations 
of the Yankee the courage and endurance of 
the Englishmay, without his pighesdednesa; 
the cledoliness Of the Dutchman, without his 
stolidity ; the thrift of the French peasant, wit h- 
out b's superstition; the artistic sense of the 
italian, without bis treachery; the wit of the 
Irishman, witnout his lncapacity to trust bis 
neighbor; the philosophy of the German, witb- 
vut bis skepticism; the acquisitiveness of the 
Jew, without nis selfishness; the manual dex- 
terity of the Chinaman, without bis idolatry; 
and the fuu and music of the negro, without his 
shiltiespess, Will not such a polygiot race 
inake something of this land more than we can 


yet conceive? hat will ite mordiand material 
utluence be a century hence? 


Asserting that since each year’s life must 
be substantially sustained by each year’s 
work, but little can be saved, Mr. Atkinson 


estimates that 90 ver cent of each year’s 


product constitutes the cost of that product. 
Nine-tenths at least of our annual product 
are spentin its production or distribution, and 
constitute the cost of each year’s subsist- 
ence. After elaborating this point, in answer 
to the question, * What be done to make 
the struggle for life easier?” he answers: 
* Develvp brain and hand together; increase 
the purchasing power of the dollar; save the 
waste of labor and of product,” Our general 
methods of agriculture are poor and shift- 
esS; OUT crops afe not one-half of what 
under a good system they should be. 
greatest waste is that in fuel and food.» Half 
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ing. One way to make the average 50 
a day more valuable is to save what is now 
wasted. Whatcan the man obtain for what 
heearns? ‘The object of the fair in Boston 
is to extend the knowledge of every new ap- 
liance by which abundance may be in- 
Creosed. Included among the wastes are the 
expenses of standing armivs, 

All these points in this admirable address, 
to which weean barely refer, are elabourate- 
ly presented, and all point to the grand re- 
sult of reducing the labér of life necessary to 
produce a larger subsistence, and tlis was to 
be best accomplished by the development of 
the brain and the hand together.

THE GRAIN ARBITRATION DECIDED. 

The long-pending agony on ’Change is 
over, or at least one phase of it. The mem- 
bers of thie board have at last found out what 
No. 2 spring wheat was worth in this market 
on Monday, the 3ist day of July. It took a 
long time and much effort to make the dis- 
covery that it was worth on that day what 
the people who held it asked for it, 
and what the men who wanted it 
badly enough had to pay for it. The 
figure fixed on by the committee is 
$1.85 per bushel, and, so far as known, the 
decision was unanimous. Of course, the 
shorts in the case are not satisfied, It is not 
equally a mat@r of course, though one of 
fact, that they decide not to abide by the de- 
cision, and have obtained an injunction re- 
straining the board from suspending them 
till the matter can be heard in court. 

The issue and its outcome have attracted 
and absorbed the attention of very many men 
in commercial circles ali over the United 
States. It is one which.not only touches the 
pocket in the present case, but may bear, 
heavily on commercial transactions in the 
future. There is one econsolatory feature in 
the latest development of the case. Both 
sides are determined and able to bear the 
contest. The result will probably be to have 
a decision by the highest authority in regard 
to the law of commercial contracts. It will 
be well for all parties to have the point de- 
cided, and it may be the means of preventing 
much trouble in future

Onias, son of the Bign Priest of the 
Tempie of Jerusalem, got permission from 
Ptolemy and Cleopatra to build artemple in 
Egypt which sho@id be iike the one at Jerusa- 
lem. Josepbas says it*®was much inferior. Still, 
such a tempie was constructed, with priests and 
a service the same as the Jews Were accusiomed 
to. The piace was koown previously as Leont- 
opolis, and a temple baa stood there and a pal- 
ace of Rameses lil. existed at it, all of which 
were in ruins wheu Ovias constructed his tem- 
pie, which also is now gone,and nothing but 
mounds are left to mark the spot. Onias in his 
letter to Ptolemy quoted in favyorof his pro- 
posals the prophecy in Isaiah xix., 9, ‘in that 
day shail there be an altar in the midst of the 
land of Eaypt and a pillar at the border thereof 
to the Lord.’ These words are acknowledged 
by Ptolemy and Cleopatra as being the induce- 
ment which caused them to make the grant. 
This temple attcacted Jews, and there were oth- 
er cities in the district where they predominated, 
though but little is knowa regarding them.” 


Tue surname of Miller, according to the 
last census of the German Empire, is borue by 
no fewer than 629,987 Germans. This. of course, 
leaves out of count the thousands of Millers in 
Austria and the German cantons of Switzer- 
land, tosay nothing of the “ Millers” of En- 
giand and of this country.

ATTENTION has been lately called in the 
columos of Les Modes (Paris) to the injurious 
effects on Lealth that are apt to follow a resi- 
dence near the common shade-tree known as 
the “Duttonball” or “plane’’ tree. The fact 
has long been koown that a stay near these 
trees is aften followed by an irritation of the 
air-passages, followed by a disagreeable and 
sometimes persistent cough. This is due to the 
fact, tamiliar to botanists, that the young shoots, 
leaves, and stipules are covered with a thick, 
fine down (composed of minute-braneoned rigid 
bairs) which falis off as these parts become 
older, and often tloats in the air in large quanti- 
ties; it is the inhalation of thie that causes the 
throat-difficuities io question. Besides this, it 
frequently causes serious annoyance to em- 
ployés in nurseries where the tree is raised, 
unless suitable precaution is taken against it.

Law 
and Diplomacy in_ the University of 
Oxford. He became Assessor of 
the Chanceilor’s Court, Oxford; was ap- 
pointed Secretary of the commission for in- 
quiring into the studies and management of 
public schools, and afterwards was Secre- 
tary of the commission appointed to inquire 
an® report upon the cattle vilague;: in 1869 
he was one of the Commissioners on the law 
of naturalization and allegiance; in Feb- 
ruary, 1871, was one of the High Commis- 
sioners for treating with the United States 
of America, and in that character signed the 
Treaty of Washington; May 8, 1871: was 
inade D.C,L, of the University of Oxford by 
diploma, June, 1871; was sworn of the Privy 
Council June 29, 1871; and was appointed a 
member of the Judicial Committee of the 
Privy Council Nov. 24, 1871. 

Henry George, in a lecture at. Memoria! 
Hall, declared that the fight for the national- 
ization of land was becoming @niversal, and 
tat the result would be that the unearned 
increment of wealth would be set 
apart fyr public. purposes, so _ that 
industry and efjoyment would be 
relieved of all tagation.

This elicited signs of 
disapproval from adarge part of the audi- 
ence. 


THE HARVEST. 
4N ABUNDANT YIELD IN THE NORTHERN 
HEMISPHERE. 

Panis, Sept. 5.—Etienne, a well known 
French authority on the subject, has issued 
his estimates of the harvests of the world of 
1883. His report is, on the whole, decidedly 
favorable, indicating no serious deficiency in 
the crops in any quarter of the world, and a 
general abundance throughout Europe and 
Amefica. 

Lonpon, Sept. 5.—The Times publishes an 
exhaustive summary of M. Etienne’s annual 
review of the harvests of the world, issued at 
Marseilles.. As regards French wheat the 
result is already known. Maizeis good in 
twenty-five departments, and Very good in 
two, as against good in seven departments 
only last year. Rye shows a similarly favor- 
able contrast. Barley shows a slighter im- 
provement. 


In Great Britian inquiries have been sent to 
farmers asking their opinion of the growing 
crops. The replies, taking 100 as represent- 
ing an average crop, show the following re- 
sult: Wheat, 92.2; barley, 95.4; oats, 105.1; 
roots, 107.2; potatoes, 9%.4- This may be 
compared with last year’s figures. which 
were as follows: Wheat, 90; barley, 110; 
oats, 80; roots, 80; potatoes, 98. The wheat 
crop will probably be 10,000,000 quarters for 
consumption, leaving 14,000,000 quarters for 
which we shall be dependent on foreign 
supply. Spain is the only country from 
which reports are unfavoraht 

In summarizing the result the Times says: 
“ Never, during the time since these reports 
were collectedghas the harvest in the North- 
ern Hemisphere been so good all round. 
We usually had to report a deficiency either 
in Europe or America. This year there is 
absolutely none. ‘The world has over an 
average harvest, and with such a harvest the 
year is likely to be oneot cheap abundance,” 


KING CHOLERA. 
ABATING AT MANILA. 

MADRID, Sept. 5.—'The official report from 
Manila states that 455 natives and five Eu- 
ropeans died there of cholera the last two 
days. The epidemic is beginning to abate. 

DENIAL. 

Lonpon, Sept. 5.—The India Office, on ac- 
count of false reports concerning the prev- 
alence of Asiatic cholera at Aden, publish®s 
a statement that there has been no cases 
there since October, 18%1, except an isolated 
case aboard a ship, in July last. No epidemic 


of cholera, it adds, exists in India. The 
deaths froin the disease during the past fort- 


night are less thau the average for the last 


five years.

WAGH-WORKBERS. 
TEN THOUSAND WORKINGMEN IN LINE. 
Spectul Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

New York, Sept. 5.—Laburing men and 
citizens generally participated in a great 
demonstration in this city today. Success 
attended the parade in this particular, and 
the ranks of the procession showed order 
and excellent deportingpt throughout. The 
originators of the labor demonstration, as the 
pafade was spoken of, frankly admitted that 
the workingmen were determined to show 
their numerical strength in order to satisfy 
the politicians of this city that they must not 
be trifigd “with. it was estimated that at 
least ; persons would take part in 
the parade, and those figures were insert- 
ed in the permit granted by the police 
authorities. The leaders of the movement 
were satistied, however, that fully 30,000 or 
40,000 wen would be lu line. Considerable 
disappointment was therefore expressed 
when itwas discovered today that the num- 
ber did not exceed 10,000. It was determined 
by the Grand Marshal and his assistants that 
no person under the influence of liquor 
should take part in the procession, and the 
orderly appearance of the men in line bore 
testimony to the fact that they demanded 
recognition as law-abiding, peaceable citl- 
zens. All. along the route there were 
frequent cheers from the spectators on 
the sidewalks. Although the police force 
was liberally represented the officers were 
not at any time forced to exercise their au- 
thority. Many bands of musicians were em- 
ployed by the workingmen. ‘The extensive 
cigar manufactories and other establishments 
where skilled labor is required were closed 
r for the day so that the employés might ap- 
pear in the parade, The lirst division formed 
in Mail street and in front of the city-hall. 
The tirst organization which presented itself 
was the Clothing-Cutters’ Protective Un- 
ion, numbering about250men. Next was the 
Dress and Cloak Makers’ Union, with a band of 
niusician Members of ‘lypographical 
Union N@& 6, with President George McKay, 
followed, and behind this organization was 
the Advanve Labor Union and Matmakers’ 
Union, No. 1, of New York, ‘The banners of 
Typographical Union No. 6 were plentiful, 
and among the mottoes were the following: 
* Labor Built This Republic and Labor Shall 
Rule li’*; * Don’t Forget the Penal Code on 
Eleetion-Day”; “Novo Land Monopoly”’: 
“No Money Monopoly”; “Labor Pays 
All Taxes”: “Labor Will. Be United,” 
The Advance Labor Union carried 
banner with the startling motto, 

No Rent.” Other motwes were: 
Government Must Issue Ail Money”; 
“Down with Convict Contract Labor’’: 
“Close the Stores at6 p. m.”’: “ The Laborer 
Fruit of His 
rxanization 
and the Ballot.’”’ jewelers ar- 
rived shortly after 10 vo’ck They num- 
bered about500 men. All carried canes, and 
were escorted by the New York Jewelers’ 
Union, which met them at the ferry. The 
bricklayers were the lice guard of the 
first division. The iia atartndion Shoe- 
makers’ Union No, 1, had a silk banner with 
the mscription, “ No Convict Labor.” The 
printers marched like suldiers, and were 
trequently applauded. In this division also 
were the guoldbeaters and the dock-builders. 

The second division organized east of 
Broadway, from Canal stree® to the Harlem 
River. At 10:30 o’clock the Cigarmakers’ 
Progressive Union marched up the Lowery, 
led by a military band. There were 1,500 
menin line. Banners were numerous, and 
among the inscriptions were the following: 
* Eight Hobtrs for a Legal Day’s Work;” 
** less Hiours and More Pay:;” “Down with 
the Lenement-liouse and Truck System ;”’ 
**No Capitalists, No Generals, No Lawyers 
Osan Represent Labor:”’ “Don’t Smoke 
Cigars Without the _ Union’ Label;’’ 
“Less Work and More Pay;”’ “Smoke 
no Kepublican Jawbreakers and Democratic 
Stinkers.”” About 1,600 framers followed. 
A wagon containing adesk and other office 
furniture was at the head. In this wagon 
were the officers of the union. The wagon 
was draped with German mottoes, Banners 
bore mottoes as follows: * Workers, Band 
Together’; “ Land, the Common Property 
of the Whole People”; “ Labor Creates all 
Wealth’; “ Vote the Labor Ticket—Party 
Hacks to the Rear” *“ Agitate, Educaie, Or- 
ganize”’ “Order for the Sake of Prog- 
ress—Progress for the Sake of Or- 
der.” ollowing were 70  cabinet- 
makers. ‘Their wmottoes were: * Down 
with Penai-Code Legislation’: * Eight 
Hours to Constitute a Day’s Work”; “Strike 
with the Ballot’; “* Workers, Band Togeth- 
er.” The Bricklayers Union, No, 30, had a 
silk banner with the words, “ To the Work- 
ers Should Belong the Wealth.” Following 
these bodies came the ‘longshoremen and 
horseshoers, who cried, “* some with the 
contract system,’’ the chairmakers, a Social- 
istic singing society with a red flag, piano- 
makers withacart containing an upright 
piano, and the division tailed off with smal! 
bodies representing various trades. 

The third division formed in Waverly 

lace. The bricklayers were the first to put 
- an appearance. At the head of this body 
were two trucks; in which were improvised 
pieces of brick-work, representing fire- 
places. The route of the procession was u 
Broadway to Fourieenth street, to Fourth 
avenue, to Seventeenth street, to Fifth ave 
nue, to Reservoir Park. ‘The reviewing stand 
was the cottage on the plaza at Union square. 
The parade was reviewed at the cottage by 
Messrs. John Swinton. Patrick Ford, Dr. A. 
Donal, the Rev. Dr. McGlynn, Dan McLaugli- 
lin, William Hanson, and Henry Appleton. 
The men were cheered by the spectators, 
handkerchiefs were waved from the 
cottage and from the windows of the 
buildings surround the square, heads 
appeared, and waving hats and handkerchiefs 
greeted the knights of tdil. A striking feat- 
ure of the parade was the number of red 
flags diswlayed. In the last division neariy 
every other flag was the red bauuer of the 
Communists, who were evidently out in 
force. A favorit air with this contingent 
seemed to be the *“* Marseliaise."”” Nearly all 
the organizauons went to Kim Park, at 
Ninth avenue and Ninety-second street, after 
the parade, and enjoyed a picnic. Speeches 
were there delivered by prominent labor ad- 
vocales. 


“THE DIAMOND WIDOW.” 
HER MARRIAGE TO A GERMAN BARON.

New York, Sept. 5.—There was a wedding 
in Trinity Church today, in the busiest part 
of the day—at ll o’ciock in the morning— 
but not over half a hundred of New York’s 
vast population knew of it. There was no 
show, and rarely indeed has such an event 
passed off so quietly; yet the lady who was 
led to the altar was, in her young woman- 
hood, the bride in the most remarkable 
nuptial ceremony that ever occurred in 
the metropolis. That affair took place 
Oek- 13, 1858, in St. Patrick’s Cathe- 
dral, in Mott street; and was 
known as “the diamond wedding.” The 


lett, the daughter of Lieut. Washington 
Bartlett, of the United Statesarmy. Since 
the death of her husband, the rich Don Este- 
ban, twelve years ago, the tady had been 
known as “the diamond widow,” but téday 
she lost that title, only to Win another—that 
of Baroness. The gentleman who took her 
tu be his. wife in Trinity Church is a German 
Baron and a Colonel_in the Mexican army. 
! . full his name is Col. Le Baron Bodo Von 
slumer, 

The story of the bride, Who almost twenty- 
three years after the diamond wedding be- 
comes a bride again, reads romantic enough. 
Don Esteban was a Cuban and immensely 
» wealthy, while Miss Bartlett was a belle at 
Washington, Saratoga, and other lands and 
localities. While on @ Visit to this country 
in 1859, Don Esteban, following the custom 
of those by whom he was surrounded, gave 
himself up to calls and interchanges of sea- 
sonable compliments. He met Miss Bartlett 
and was enamored of her. He was 
stricken with fever. and ague. The 
young lady visited him at his 
hotel. Her presence mitigated the asperities 
of ague and her smile dulcified the bitterness 
of quinine. The wealth of Don Fstebau was 
placed at every fizure from $5,000,000 up, be- 
sides 4,000 negroes, Le certainly was rich 
enough to buy his bride $100,000 worth of 
jewels as a wedding gift. “ A brooch,” said 
the Jenkins of the day, “one living Kohinoor 
mountain reposed upon the quietoft a satis- 
fied heart, ‘Phere were seventy-live sumptu- 
ous robes made for the bride by Genin, and 
there were many coffers of fine linen. The 
wedding-dress was made in Paris, and cost 
$6,000." 

After the rich Don Esteban died there 
were wany suitors for the hand of the still 
fair widow. For the past three years ogso 
she spent a great deal of her time in this 
city. and has made her home at the Park 
Avenue Hotel. Two months @o sbe sailed 
for Havana. On the steamer she met Col. 
Von Glumer. It was a case of love at first 
sight with both. Mme. Oviedo had been 
a widow twelve years, and Col. Von 
Giumer was a widower with two children. 
it was a short suit’ with the Colonel, and 
easily won, The day Was appointed shortly 
after arriving in New York, it was said, but 
the affair was kept almost asecret. Nocards 
were issued, only a dozen friends or so were 
invited, and few in the hotel Knew of the 
wedding until after it had taken place, The 
bride came into church on the arm of the 
groom. She was attired in blue brocaded 
satin and satin d’Lyon, cut walking length, 
with hat to watch, solitaire 
diamonds at ber ears and throat. 
The bridegroom wore his daark biue 
uniform, with red sash and epauleta, 
while his sword clanged at his heels, Juan 
N. Navarro, the Mexican Consul-General, 
and Mrs. Bartlett Bradley, a sister of the 
bride, stood up with the couple. Mrs, Brad- 
ley quite strangely gave the bride away, and 
the Rev. David J. Aer the assistant rector. 
made them oue. 

Dr. J. G@. Adams were the witnesses, and be- 
fore the spectators fairly knew it the couple 
had taken seats in their carriage and 
were driven off to their hotel. There 
were no presenta and no rece 
tion. The only ones present friends 
of the pair outside of those mentioned were 
ex-Gov. Loomis. Gen, Whittelsey, T. B. Bis- 
sert, W. K. Stevens, Dr. Augustine Arango, 
the bride’s physician, W. 'T. Hoyt, W. 8. 
Hoyt, the Marquis and Marchioness of San 
Carlos de Predrosa, E. M. Munose, the Mex- 
can Chancellor: Mrs. G. AH. Sherburne Hull 
and daughter, Rear Admiral and Mrs. Walke. 
the Misses Walke, and Misses Howell. At 
3:50 the bride and groom left 
for Saratoga. Their intention. was to 
proceed from thence to Niagara Falls and 
back to New York, to remain until Decem- 
ber, when they expected to go to Cuba and 
Mewnico, and later to Europe. Very little is 
known of the Colonel. He came to this 
country as the bearer of diepatches from his 
own Government and to see the United 
States. He is said to come of a good family. 
The Baroness still retains the diamonds 
and other gems in their original settings 
given her by the rich Don ana much of her 
estate near Havana, 

At the time of the great diamond wedding 
elaborate accounts of the young obride’s 
jewels were published all over the country, 
but the most marked attention was paid to 
them by the pres of Mr, E. C. Stedman, 
which appeared in the New York Tribune 
of Oct. 18, 1859. Lieut. Bartlett forthwith 
senta challenge to the author. But for the 
intervention of friends a duel would proba- 
bly have been the immediate resuit of the 
poem. As it was considerable bitterness 
was felt by the family of the bride toward 
the poet for many years. Eventually good 
feeling was established, and it was at the tn- 
> tercession of Mr. Stedman that Secretary 
Stanton had Lieut, Bartlett afterward trans- 
ferred to a comfortable post at Fortress Mon- 
roe. Madame Oviedo did not so s00n forgive 
the poet. With her husband she traveled in 
Europe fora year after her marriage, and 
then they lived on his plantations in Cuba. 
Two years ago she requested EF, C. Benedict, 
tbe Broad street banker, to bring about an 
introduction to Mr. Stedman. This was done 
by Mr. Benedict, and al! asperities of the past 
were forgotten. The author and the heroine 
of * The Diamond Wedding” have remained 
ever since constant friends.

MYSTERIOUS MURDER. 
EVIDENCES OF A TERRIBLE STRUGGLE. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

New York, Sept. 5,—The little village of 
Kensico, Westchester County, was greatly 
excited today over the discovery of one of 
the most brutal murders ever committed ua 
that region, the victim being Albert Mont- 
fort, one of the oldest and best known resi- 
dents of that place. Mr. Montfort lived and 
kept a grucery-store in a three-story and at- 
tic building on a secluded side street. It is 
surrounded on three sides by thick woods, 
and in front there isan old gawmiil which 
has not been run recently, Mra. Montfort 
went away last Friday to Visit a sister in 
Tarrytown, taking wih her a young 
chil and leaving two ehildren 
with her mother, Mrs, Wilson Stillson. Mr. 
M., who was 57 years of age, was left alone 
in the house. Yesterday morning the store 
was not opened as usual. Toward evening a 
baker stopped to leave some bread, hut he 
found the door locked. On Investigation he 
noticed that the window-panes were bespat- 
tered with blood, He hurried to the village 
and reported what he had seen, and several 
versons went to the house. Upon going to 
the rear of the house they found a window 

door covered with bleod, that 
on the door being on the out- 
side, They pusbed in the door 
and discovered Mr. Montfort lying dead on 
the floor in a pool of blood, with nfs poc kals 
inside out. His head was lying on his right 
aria, and his left arm was thrown loosely 
over his body. The head was nearly severed 
from the body, and two great gashes were 
on the back of the neck, one of them sever- 
ing the left ear. Another ugly gash was 
across the forehead. penetrating the 
brain, and a third was on top of 
the skull. The skull was terribly 
broken. An ax was evidently the in- 
struiment used by the murderer, as a false 
biow from such a weapon had left a deep 
ash in the boards of the floor. A similar 
ylow .- chipped a piece out of the inside 
of the door, showing that the door must 
have been open when the murder was com- 
mitted. All around the room, on the walls, 
carpet, stove, curtains, and table, were in- 
numerable spots of blood, showing that a 
hard struggle had taken place, . 

Mrs. Montfort, who returned today, says 
her husband ought to have had about 3300 in 
his pockets. When killed only 17 cents were 
found in the house. After a long search 
this afternoon a bloody ax was found in a 
clump of bushes about 200 feet from the 
house. it was covered with blood and with 
the old man’s gray hairs, The ax was iden- 
tified as belonging to Leonard Farrington, 
who said it was stolen from his w

Mr. and 
Mrs. Montfort were married three years 
ago. They did not live pleasantly together 
and the wife was put out of the house several 
times by the husband. Mrs, Montfort’s 
brother, Charles Reynolds, lives with Wilson 
Stillzon, his stepfather. Mr, Farrington’s 
wood-pile is between the Stilison place and 
Monttort’s store. Reynolds was not to be 
found today,and the authorities searched 
Stillson’s house for him, Some blood-spots 
were noticed on Wilson Stilison’s shirt-cuff, 
and he was at once placed under arrest.

CATTLE QUARANTINE, 
STATIONS TO BE ESTABLISHED. 
Special Dispatch to The Uhivag Iritmene. 

New YORK, Sept. 5.—The subject of estab- 
lishing quarantine at this port for imported 
cattle was discussed by Deputy-Collector Bar 
rett and Prof. Law, of the United States Uat- 
tie Commission, at the custom-house today. 
The Cattle Commissioners have devoted con- 
siderable time to the Inspection of various 
sites for the proposed quarantine, and they 
expect to decide upon a place very soon. The 
Government land at Sandy Hook is’ said to be 
very suitable for this purpose, and the Com- 
missioners intend to submit a report to the 
Secretary of the Treasury containing 
their views on the dilferent sites  in- 
spected. The teeling among the members of 

e commission and cattle men generally is 
very strongin favor of establishing cattle 
quarantine. It is said there will be ho delay 
in bringing this matter to a final settlement. 
Phe men interested in the cattle trade in this 
city are very earnest in their demands that 
strict precautionary measures shall be taken 
against the bringing of diseased cattle into 
thiscountry. Cattle quarantine stations will 
undoubtedly soon be established, not only 
at this port, but at Boston, Philadelphia, and 
Baltimore. -

A YOUNG BROOKLYN WIDOW THE VICTIM.

IRON-ORE,. 
MEETING OF PRODUCERS, 
Special Dispatch te The Chicas Tribune, 

New York, Sept. 5.—A meeting of domes- 
tic iron-ore producers was held today in the 
office of Stephens & Merritt, No. 177 Broad- 
way, to provide for a representation of the 
New York State trade at the Natwnal Con- 
vention, to be held in Cresson, Pa., on the 
12th inst. The Hon. Smith M. Weed, of the 
Chateaugay Lron Mines, St. Lawrence Coun- 
ty, presided, and there was present a very 
large number of the leading ore producers 
of the East. Messrs. Smith M. Weed, J. B. 
Binsmade, Legrand B. Cannon, Silas H. 
Witherbee,. John Webb Jr., W. E. Rider, 
A. W. Humphreys, and Gen. John A, 
Schultz were appointed a committee to at- 
tend the convention at Cresson, and were lu- 
structed to act independently from the rest 
of the convention if it took steps which they 
took to ve hot conducive to the prosperity of 
the trade. The Hon. John F. Quarles was 
requested by resolution to accompany the 
delegation, tn ap informal discussion of 
the prospects of the domestic iron-ore pro- 
ducers in competition with importers of | for- 
eign ore, Mr. Quarles said that ih 1880 
he was commissioned by the Secretary ot 
the Treasury to investigate the produc- 
tion of iron ore in Spain, as | the 
department had an idea that European im- 
porters made false representauions of its 
value, the duty being adva/orem. He ascer- 
tained that the ore was produced very cheap- 
ly, as laborers’ wages were extraordinarily 
sinall, and that it was transported to this 
country in American grain vessels, which 
carried it for ballast on their return trips for 
ameresong. Asaresult, Mr. Quarle ssaid, 
a large grain crop here was ‘invariably fol- 
lowed by a glut of iron-ore. Mr. Weed said 
that a ton of domestic iron-ore at the mines, 
which cost $1.75 to be produced, was pro- 
tected by only 50 cents advalorem duty on 
foreign ore, while a ton of pig-iron was pro- 
tected from wane by a duty of -87 per 
tou on the imperied product.

ELEVATOR ACCIDENTS. 


Inexcusable Loitering by the Police—A 
Compiaint to Be Made. 
Anentry clerk named George Gillispie, 
employed by the Doggett, Bassett & [ills 
Company & Nos. 213 and 214 East. Monroe 
street, was the victim of an elevator accident 
that was of so seriousa character that his life 
is just about despaired of. The particulars 
of the affair, so far as could be ascertained 
last night, are that at half past 
5 o’cleck the clerk entered Use 
elevator for the purpose of going 
to one of the upper floors.

Mr. Hill, one of the firm, who manifested 
the greatest anxiety tor the pfoper treatment 
of the young man, took a seat ou the wagon 
where he could look after him. ‘That he was 
not satistied with the way in which the case 
was handled was very evident from the free- 
dom with which he expressed his opinion. 
The trouble was just here, according 
to his statement, The accident occurred at 
a time arranged by the police patrol officers 
for a chanet from the day watch to the night 
watch. Otlicers Bohan and Barry were on 
duty at the time of the accident and an- 
swered thecall. After the young man had 
been placed upon the wagon, insteadof driv- 
ing immediately to the hospital, Officer Barry, 
the driver, insisted upon proceeding 
to heddquarters, where he insisted

A SCORCHED FACTORY. 


A Blue Island Avenue Establishment 
Vislied by Mire, the Cause of Which 
is Unkaownu-—A Fireman Hurt. 

At twenty minutes past 10 o’clock last 
night watchmen in the tower of Patrol No. 
2, and Engine Companies Nos. 5, 7, and 10, 
discovered flames igsuing from the windows 
of Fred Rahn’s cabinet factory, in the r@ar 
of Nos. 90 and 93 Biue dsiand. Ap alarm 
was sounded from Box No. 328 almost imme- 
diately after fhe above-pamed companies 
went out on the “still,” and the companies 
that responded had plenty of work to do.

Review of the Produce Markets Yes- 
terday. 

There was a decided reaction in produce 
circles yesterday. The intense strain of the 
previous day in a downward direction 
proved to have been overdone. The people 
who sold on Monday turned around 
yesterday as buyers to a considerable 
extent, and were reinforced by several other 
parties who had been standing aloof for days 
past waiting for a break on which to invest 
a little capital on the long side. The feeling 
down-stairs on the sidewalk was favorable to 
a reacuon, and the turning point was reached 
up-stairs when, at the opening of ’Change, 
the report was read giving the finding of the 
committee appointed to ascertain the just 
and legitimate value of wheat for July as 
$1.35. This was supposed to diminish the 
chances ot the bears in case of future trou- 
ble between them and the longs, and the re- 
sult was an upward movement in prices. 

TYhe reaction was most decided in provis- 
ious. The pork market was very much ex- 
cited, and operators were bidding wildly, the 
price afew minutes from the opening vary- 
mg as Much as 35 cents in different parts of 
the crowd at the sawe instant. The matter 
settied down pretty soon to a more quiet up- 
ward march, and the decline of the previous 
day was nearly recovered. Pork ciosed 5v to 
55 cents higher than in the afternoon, with 
the sales of the day nhearly equaling 
those df Monday, which, as was stated yes- 
terday, were the largest for a long time past. 
Lard ranged upwards in like wanner, but 
was steadier in tone. It closed about w 
cents higher than the previous day, being a 
loss of only five cents per 100 pounds in 
value since the close of trading on Saturday. 
That part of the market was also very act- 
ive. eats were in good demand, but there 
was pot very much dolmg, and there was 
less change in prices, as they had been held 
couiparatively stead during the down- 
ward rush of pork and la on Mon- 
day. Cash meats were again held very 
high, $18.60 being asked for spot short ribs, 
when September was $13.15 and October was 
quotable at about $12.9, There was some 
shipping demand, but this difference in price 
shut off buyers, and no sales for shipment 
were reported, 

The market for wheat was stronger, ad- 
vancing about a cent, which was supposed 
to be largely in consequence of the announce- 
went of the decisions.above noted, as the re- 
ceipts of the day were very large, aggregat- 
im over 300 ecar-loads of both kinds, 
and there didn’t appear to be very 
uwuch shipping demand for the property. 
‘There were .also but few orders from out- 
side, though congratulatory telegrams show- 
ered in upon all the members who were un- 
derstood to have been ranged upon the long 
side of the July deal. They didn’t seew to 
bring orders, thougb several of them prom- 
ised orders for the future. Under a lack of 
demand, rather than want of confidence on 
the part of holders, 

THE MARKET FELL BACK AGAIN, 
and closed but about half a cent higher than 
the previous afternoon. There was a fair 
shipping demand for both kinds of wheat at 
the decline, though Liverpool was quoted 
lower, and it was stated by exporters that 
they could not operate at the prices. It was 
was supposed from this that the purchases 
were inade to fill shorts which had been put 
out for export at higher prices some weeks 

0. . 
“'Thelorn market reacted decidedly,especial- 
ly for this month. The receipts of the day 
were about as large as those of Monday, and 
the shipping demand didn’t seem to be quite 
as brisk, which resulted in a loss of nearly 
all the premium that has for so long a time 
existed as compared with No. 2. But the 
price for September advanced 157 cents, and 
only fell baek half a cent from the high- 
est point, closing in the afternoon 
at an “advapee of 1%. The larger 
futures wer very firm, but without 
so niuch advance as some people thought 
ought to have occurred under the vigorous 
buying of parties residing here and in Mil- 
waukee. The effect seemed to be that there 
were a good many Ts, orders from the 
outside for the year and November, but it 
was freely prophesied that these orders 
would not be repeated after outsiders had 
found a change in the tone of the market, 
especially if, as was expected by receivers, 
our receipts should fall off very markedly 
in the near future. Some receivers stated 
that their advices pointed to a great diminu- 
tion in the receipts, others that they didn’t 
think we should have over 150 car-loads a 
day next week, and others that the receipts 
will be much smaller. But they said that 
the East is looking up, Rain was promised 
by the Signal Service Department to snut off 
the drouth in the New England States 
and make them want less corn independently 
of the increasing supply of oats. And so 
they thought that the effectof the dimin- 
ished movement would be not so much to 
put up prices for this month and next on the 
old corn as it would be to increase the price 
of the nearer futures on new. 

The market for oats was comparatively 
quiet and steady. A good many operators 
who are usually found in that crowd were 
attending on the excitementincorn. The 
receipts of the day were rather large, but 
they seemed to be easily taken care of, and 
there was no pressure on the market. 

Rye was quietand rather firm, in sympa- 
thy with corn, out there was little change in 
prices. The barley market was very dull, 

d declined 244 to 44g cents per bushel on 
No. 2, while No. 3 was not quite so much, 
only declining 1 to 2 cents.

Barrister Keogh thought while the ques- 
tion was of vital Importance “ to the commu- 
nity and the State,” this being the first con- 
vention of the Democracy in the State this 

ear, it would not be policy to pass the reso- 

ution, or ask the delegates “ to pledge them- 
selves to present anything,” or to be “bound 
by any resolution ofiered in the convention.” 
The delegates selected were representative 
men, and knew the demands of the people— 
were phase of what was for the inter- 
ests of people, not only of Cook County 
but of the whole State; and he was satisfied, 
from the names, that they were intelligent 
gentlemen, and would act for the best inter- 
ests of the people and the best interests of 
the Democracy. He thought it would 
be wise to let the delegates go to 
Springfield, and there decide what would be 
just and proper in the premises as to the 
question.

That it is the deliberate judgement of this 
club that such governmental interference is not 
only contrary to all just notions of government 
and based on erroneous ideas of the functions 
of municipal law, but wherever tried bas proved, 
and must necessarily continue to prove, an utter 
failure, so tar as accomplish any gen re- 
form in the morals or babits of a 

itis no part of the duty of a State to coerce 
the individual man, except so far as his uct 
may injuriously affect others, not remotely or 
consequently, but by direct invasion of those 
rights which are suaranteed by law, and which 
the law must therefore recognize protect. 
The oppasss principle leaves no room for indi- 
vidual reason and conscience, trusts noting te 
self-culture, and substitutes the wisdom of a 
legisiative body for the planof moral govern- 
ment ordained by Providence. 

The whole political progress of society consists 
in learning him to attain by the independent 
action or voluntary association of individuals 
those objects which are at first attempted only 
through the es | ef government and in les- 
sening»the sphere of legislation and enlarging 
that of the individual reason and consctence. 

Our American institutions have recognized 
this idea more completely than others, and the 
Democratic party has generally been the faith- 
ful guardian of its progressive development. 
Devoted to the rights of American industry, it 
bas refused to direct its application by prohib- 
itory or protective tariffs, preferring that each 
man should judge for himself how ne can make 
his own labor most productive, and that trade 
and commerce should flow in those natural 
channels of profitable activity which an enlight- 
eped self-interest will most assurediy indicate. 

And uow, wpile we are in favor of sobriety, 
temperance, And good morals, we denounce a 
system of coercive legislation which cannot pro- 
duce them, but which violates sound principies 
of legislation, invades the rigbtful damain of 
indiyidual judgment and conscfence, and takes 
a st backward towards that barbarian age 
when the wages of .labor, the prices of com- 
modities, man’s food and ciothing, were .dic- 
tated to him by a Goverament calling itself 
paternal. 

Mr. Brandt offered the following amend- 
ment to the first part of the resolution: 

esolved, That this club is opposed to every 
fg@rm of sumptuary legislation, and with refer- 
ence to the manufacture and sale of beverages 
this club is epposed toany legislation tending 
towards prohibidon. 

Mr. Frank G. Hoyne thought there was no 
necessity just now of passing such resolu- 
Lions. 

Mr. George F. Sears, as a Prohibitionist, op- 
posed the resolutions, and said that all Dém- 
ocrats did not believe in free liquor. Ten 
Democratic County Conventions had refused 
to take action upon such resolutions, and had 
recommended that the question be submitted 
to the people in a constitutional amendment.

tary. It was arranged that Drs. Henrotinu 
and Buchan should be assigued to duty 


cobson, as surgeons; and Dr. Guerio as eynecol- 
iwost—all of the assignments to take effect at 
once, 

The members would have very little to say as 
to what tbey thought of the past, or contem- 
piated for the future, but from what could be 
gieaned it was apparent that they would not be 
the friendliest to the proposition looking to 
electing a Medical Superi tendent for 
stitution. hey did not, however, 
be quoted on the subject, but 
that when they got together and in workipg 
order as a board the whvile question would 
discussed, and an expression given. They 
further said that they might have some sug- 
gestions to make to the County Board in the 
matter of the admission and discharge of pa- 
tients--the adoption of rules and reguladons ou 
the subject—and some of them argued thata 
cbange in the old order of things would be both 
natural and wecessary from the facf that the re- 
organization practically took the hospital out of 
The new 
rules hinted at contemplate the exclusion from 
the institution of other than purely cbharitabie 
patiente—all non-residents—and if tney are 
adopted by the County Commissioners and 
lived up to by the management will prove, it 
is thouwht, a source of great public economy. 

A TRIBUNE reporter called on Dr. Ralph N. 
Isham last evening to learn what be Bad to say 
relative to being drop from the Medical 
Board. The Doctor did not seem to take 
the matter of bis diswm issal much 
to heart, but acknowledged that the change bad 
been a surprise to him, and that he koew of no 
reuson for the action of the Commissioners. It 
was a studied, willful inse@it to the centiemen 
who bad given their services for nothing, anc 
who were actuated by no other desire than to 
benefit by their skill the wards of the county. 
There bad been vo disagreements of any ac- 
count In the medical staff, and everything was 
moving harmoniousty. He had nothing to say 
against the new appointees; but it looked as if 
there was a design on the part of the Couimis- 
sioners to ultimately place the staff in charge of 
a medical superintendent—possibly some cheap 
man—which wguid be a step backwards. He did 
not know how Pr. Gunn—the other surgeon whu 
had been droppea—felt in the matter, but it 
was, in one sense, a relief to him, and 
a pecuniary  beneltit, to be relieved 
of the hospital cases. Stil, he knew of no rea- 
son why the Commissioners acted as they nad. 
He bud lived here twenty-seven years, and bis 
professivoal character and standing were well 
known. If there was any benetit to be derived, 
in a medical sense, from is connection with the 
hospital, be believed the college he represented 
was entitied toit. The Chicagu Medica! College 
was oversiaugbed vy Rusa in the appointments 
on the board, and the evening-up process lately 
attempted by the Commissioners bad evicently 
been a failure, for Drs. Buy and Graham, who 
were appointed on the staff about two montbs 
ago, Were amoug those left out in the new deai. 
The Doctor closed the conversation by reiterat- 
ing his first statement—that be knew of no good 
reason for changing the Medical! Board. 

Several of the Commissioners were spoken to 
during the day in reference % the election of a 
Medical Superintendent, but they had not crys- 
tallized their ideas on the subject.

Most Extraordinary.

Here is where the extraordinary part 
of the narrative comes in. Dhe alleged wrecks 
are*said .to be between Charlevoix and the 
Beavers, in Lake Michigan. The Araxes is sunk 
in Whisky Bay, Lake Superior, and in order for 
her cabin to driftinto Lake Michigan it would 
bave to come to the foot of Lake Superior, then 
through the Sault Ste. Marie into Lake Huron, 
and then up the straits into Lake Michigan—a 
mest wonderful drift, especially as it is 
against the current. An old sailor said yes- 
terday that in order to make the story complete 
it was only necessary to make out the schooner 
to be the Nellie Teresa, which was wrecked in 
Lake Ontario, as there would be about as much 
chance for her wreckage to reach Lake Michi- 
gan as that of the Arates. A possible solution 
of the matter, if there is any truth in the story 
of the fishermen, of which there is great doubt, 
is that the wreckage ts part of the propeller Co- 
iumbia, which foundered off Frankfort iast fall. 
But it is more than likely that no wrecks have 
been found, and that the story originated in the 
brain of some one who wished to rank as the 
peer of Eli Perkins in iying. The articie in the 
a ure morning sheet was very amusing to the 
fe who read it, and the wonderful knowledge 
of the hydrography of the lakes displayed by @he 
writer was,commented On as being very . ex- 
traordinary.

REBECCA GRATZ, 


The Phitadeiphia Lady Whe Was the 
Prototype of Scott’s Heroine in “ Ivan- 
hoe,” 

A writer in the Cenfury magazine says: The 
bonor of having been the prototype and inspi- 
ration of the character of Rebecca, the Jewess, in 
“Ivanhoe” belongs to an American lady, whose 
bgauty gnd noble qualities were deseribed to 
Scott by ua friend, The friend was Washing- 
ton Irving, and the lady Rebecca Gratz, of an 
honorable Jewish family -of Philadelphia. 
Rebecca was born on the 4th of March, 1781, 
amd in her younger days, and ‘even beyond 
middie life, she possessed singular beauty. 
Her eyes were of exquisit shape, large, 
biack, and lustrous; her figure was graceful, 
and her carriage was marked by quiet dignity— 
attractions which were hightened by elegant 
and winning manners. It is said that, whea a 
young lady, Rebeccafwon the regard of a gentie- 
man of character, position, and wealtb, whose 
passion was devotedly returned. The difference in 
their religious faith, bowever—the one a con- 
scientious Christian the other devoted to the 
creed of Israei—proved an insu ble barrier 
to their union. She was never Married. .. . 
One of her brother's most iatimgte friends was 
Washington Irving, then in the early freshness 
of his literary fame. When in Philadei- 
phia he was a welcome guest at oo 
mansion, and the “ big room” was assigned 
to “roost in,”’ as he termedit. The beauty ~— 
character of Rebecca, t ther with the fact 
that she was a representa of a race whose 
history is full of romanpe, deeply impressed 
him, and the foundation was laid of a cordial 
friendship and admiration which lasted through 
life. 

»Miss Gratz passed many of her younger oe 

with the Hoffmans, and other old families i 

New York, with whom she waa on jatimate 

terms. Among ber friends at this time were 

the literary wite of “Salmaguodi.”” Matiida 

Hoffman, the object of Irving's frst, last, 

and only love, was her dearest friend. 

Miss Hoffinaan, ‘who is cai as lovely in 

person and mind, with engaging ng manvers, deli- 

cate sensipilities, and playful bumor, faded 

early and died in April, 1809, at the age of 18. 

Rebecca was ber constant companion during ber 

ilinesa, sharing with the family the cares of her 

sick-bed, and bolding ber in ~ arms when she 
died. Irving was then 26 years old, and for 
the half-century of bis later “itfe he cher- 
faithfully the memory of his, peed 
love. He slept with her Bible and prayer-boo 
under his pillow, and they were ever his insep- 
erable ee After his death a package 
was found containing some private memoranda, 

a miniature of great beauty, a braid of fair hair, 

and asiipof paper containing ber name in ~ 

own handwriting. In his private notebook 
wrote: “She died in the beauty of her youth 
and ia my memory she will ever be young 
beautiful.” 

For many years diutas which he studied law 
and was adinitted to the bar, Irving’s rod ty ‘this 
gay temperament was overshadow — 
grief, and his frequent intervais of d 
unfitted him for literary labor.

PROGRESSIVE SPELLING. 


Extracts from a Paper Read Sefore the 
American Social Science Association 
at Saratoga Springs, Sept. 5, by M. L. 
Wayland, Editor of the National Bap- 
tiat pdemneneer yee on ‘ 
The present spelling imposes a very heavy 

burden on the young of eachadvancing gen- 

eration. It exacts from them a vast amount 
of painful toil. A teacher, quoted by Max 

Miiller, says: “An average child, beginning 

school at 7, ought to be able to read the New 

Testament fluently at 11 or 12 pears of age.’’ 

And another, quoted by the same, says: “it 

takes from six to seven years to learn the arts 

of reading and spelling With a fair degree of 
intelligence.”’ But a reliable gentleman in 

England says: ‘*‘My.little son, now a few 

months more than °4 years old, Wil 

any ‘whonetic book without the 
slightest hesitation, ‘The Hardest words 
or the longest names in the Old 
or New Testament form no obstacle to him. 
And how long do you think it took me to 
impart to him this power? Something less 
” And another gentleman, 


than eight hours.” 
speaking of the phonetic method, says: “I 
have taught poor children in Glasgow to 
read the Sermon on the Mount after a course 
of exercises extending over no more than six 
hours.” ’ 

SYMBOLS, 

This is not strange. It is very easy fer 
children to learn thirty-eight symbolg repre 
senting thirty-eight sounds; but to learn 400 
symbols isamuch harder task. But these 
400 symbolsare purely arbitrary in their office; 
in fact, the child has to learn each word of 
the 118,000 separately. And then, when you 
think of the new editions of the unabridged 
Webster and Worcester, with 10,000 new 
words, | wonder that the children do not 
unite to nihilize the lexicographers. 

The state of things would not be so horri- 
bly bad if we recognized the facts and acted 
accordingly, and if we adopted the “ word- 
method” of learning wards as words, and 
not by the several letters. As things go, this 
is undoubted# the only true mode of learn- 
ing to read. But according to the prevalent 
modes, the task is gigantic and often insur- 
mountable. And all this is needless; for a 
child ought to learn to read with as little 
difficulty as Ne learns to talk. 

THE a LANGUAGE. 

We all hope th e English will be the 
universal language; and, indeed, there is 
much to encourage this belief. Ours is the 
Only leading language that is philosophical 
and natural in its genders. The external 
conditions point to its becoming universal. 
The English-speaking race ts the one colo- 
nizing race. Already the English tongue 
prevails in the British Islands, in North 
America, in the south of Asia, in South 
Africa, in Australia, and in many of the 
great islands. Itisa noteworthy fact that, 
while the population of France doubles in 140 
years, and of Italy in 155 years; in England 
it doubles in fifty-six years, and in America 
in twenty-five years. Itis estimated that in 
200 years Italian, French, German,’ and 
Spanish will be spoken by 788,000,000, while 
Kuglish will be spoken by 1,837.000,000, But, 
in fact, these figures are not large enough. 
They do not allow for the fact that asa 
language becomes more and more important, 
becoming the languageof business and of the 
courts of law, more and more it wilf be 
adopted by the millions of mankind: thus it 
is only a question of time when the English 
will be spoken by the 250,000,000 of Victoria’s 
East Indian subjects. 

Surely we must rejoice in this future; not 
alone from our pride of race and tongue, but 
because English is the language of progress, 
of intelligence, of liberty. It is the language 
of the Declaration of Independence, of the 
Lilt of ughts, of the Habeas Corpus act. 
Where the English language goes, there re- 
ligious freedom goes, there republican insti- 
tutions go. 

But there is 
AN OBSTACLE TO THE UNIVERSALITY OF 

ENGLISH. 

During the Centennial Exhibition my friend, 
Dr. Gregory (who addressed this body two 
years ago) was a member of the Jury on Ea- 
ucation. The jury comprised gentlemen 
from all nations. Some of these gentlemen 
from foreign lands said t0é-Dr. Gregory: 
“ We hope that English will be the universal 
tongue; we wantitto be so; but the want 
of agreement between the speliing and the 
pronunciation isan obstacle that seems in- 
surmountable.”’ 

_ Permit me to here qhote from the greatest 
man now using the English language, the 
Prime Minister of Great Britain: “ | often

| shall we impose a needless and therefore a 
cruel, burden on the coming thousands of 
millions who will speak the English tongue, 
or shall we, onthe otner hand, try to re- 
move this clog and burden by making the 
spelling of the language rational and simple 
instead of being complex, unspeakably diffi- 
cult, and utterly irrational ? 
PROPOSED REFORM, 

“But what d@pyou propose?” I hear it 
asked. ‘The quesuon is certainly a fair one. 

For onething, | would not introduce any 
new symbols. Here | am compelled to ditfer 
from my honored frienas, pioneers in the 
work of spelling reform, to whose labors is 
due whatever of value may exist in |‘ the im- 
perfectremarks now being offered. In my 
opinion, whatever we gain in ideal perfect- 
ness by introducing new: characteragwe lose 
by prejudicing the desired reform. We alien- 
ate the eye: we impose additional labor ; we 
make it needful to learn a new alfabet, the 
power of the new symbols is not obvious; 
and when we go to a printer or editor, 
endeavoring to enlist him in the new 
spelling, we have to say to him at the 
start: * You must lay out money on new 
types ’; a suggestion which does not com- 
mend itself to the editor, notwithstanding 
the fact that members of the profession are 
as much distinguished for opulence as they 
are for exactness of information and accura- 
cy of statement. , 

The introduction of new symbols seems to 
me needless, since there is no sound which 
cannot, with sufficient exactiess, be repre- 
sented by the existing symbols, There are, 
of course. certain niceties that cannot be 
represented in betters, that must be learned 
by ear and personal contact. What I would 
do is this: I would drop all silent letters, 
including letters that are doubled, like many 
of the final consonants. 1 would have one 
symbal for each sound, and one sound for 
each symbol. 

OBJECTIONS. 

At this point the voice of the Conservative 
Obstractive is heard in the land. In accents 
that struggle with his sighs and tears, he px- 
claim: “This ig too much; one giter ‘An- 
other “the most cherished institutions are 
swept away by the advancing tide of radical- 
ism. Chaos is gone; the burning of witches 
is gone: the Dark Ages are gone; slavery is 
gone: and now we are threatened with the 
loss of phthisic, and eight, and through, and 
hough.’’ 

Butit ought in justice to be said that this 
plea does not proceed from the etymologists 
themselves. On the contrary, the leading 
etymologists in England and America are 
the very men who do themselves honor by 
being in the vanguard, by pressing most ear- 
nestly the moverient for a rational spelling. 
Max Miiller says,in words of equal noble- 
ness and wisdom: ' 

“An objection often made to spelling re- 
form is that it would utterly destroy the his- 
torical or etymological character of the En- 

lish language. Suppose it did; what then? 
snguage is not made for schelars and ety- 
melogists; and if the whole race of English 
etymologists were swept away by the intro- 
duction of spelling reform I hope they wquld 
be the first to rejoice in sacrificing themselves 
to so good a cause. But is it really the case 
that the historical continuity of the English 
‘anguage would be broken by the adoption 
uf fonetic spelling, and that the profession 
f the etymologist would be gone forever ? 
say, No! emphatically to both proposi- 
tions. Because the Italians write filosofo 
are they less aware than the English who 
write philosopher that they have before them 
the Latin philusophus and the Greek /ilos- 
ofos ? Etymological spelling would 
play greater havoc in English than fonetic 
| spelling, even if we were to drawa line not 
more than 500 years ago.” , 
PIONEERS OF THE MOVEMENT. 

Really, for the average half-educated man 
to be sitting up of nights to defeud etymol- 
ogy against a movement which is pioneered 
by Max Miller, and Prof. Whitney, ana Prof. 
Mareh, and Prof, Haldeman, ana Prof. Child, 
and the English Philological Society, and 
the American Phil@ogical Association, is a 
goo@aea!l like our trying to rescue the cause 
of CR and religious liberty from the hands 
of Koger Williams, and John Locke, and John 
Milton, and Garibaldi, and Mr. Gladstone, 
and John Bright 


CONCLUSION, 


There is need that educated men lead. Un- 
educated men are afraid to spell in a sensi- 
ble way lest it would be said that they don’t 
know any better,@ust as the poor are afraid 
to economize lest it should Be said that 
they are poor; but, when the rich economize, 
then the oor can afford to. Bo if edu- 
cateti men.set the example of drepping the 
silent letters, and of correcting the most 
monstrous anomalies, then plain people will 
follow. The influence of the hewspapers 
will be immense in accustoming the eyes of 
men to the reformed spelling, and in wear- 
ing off the strangeness. The Home Journal, 
Tak CHicaco TRIBUNE, and the Utica Her- 
ald have been most valuable pioneers; and 
the Jadependent has given its great weight 
in a similar direction. And Ithink that edu- 
catedl men and learned societies should peti- 
tion the State Governments and the General 
Gosernment to make a beginning in the 
right direcuion in the printing of public doc- 
uments. 

THREE STAGES OF REFORM. 

Every reform that has life in it passes 
through thee stages, represented by three 
_punetuation marks: . First, there is the ex- 
“clamation point. Men. wonder that any- 
body can be so mad as to dream of sucha 
thing. ‘Then comes the interrogation point. 
Men begin to ask: “Is it possible that 
there is anything in it?”’ At last comes the 
full point.

TARIFF COMMISSION. 


The Day at Cincinnati—Sugar, Molasses, 
Rice, Memp, Shoes, Iron, and Qul- 
nine. 

CINCINNATI, O., Sept, 5.—A deputation 
from the Grocers’ Association of Cincinnati, 
consisting of Messrs. James M. Glenn, L. C. 
Keever, James H, Laws, and David A. White, 
eame before the Tariff Commission this 
morning and presented a paper on the ques- 
tion of the duties on sugar, molasses, and 
rice. ‘he paper advocated the continuance 
of the wise and liberal policy of protection 
for those staples of the South and South- 
west. It urged strongly that no change be 
madein the duties on those articles that 
would afford a less protection than is now 
extended to them, as the present tariff gave 
no more protection than was actually 
necessary to encourage their  produc- 
tion and stimulate their increase. It 
expressed the opinion that the - agri- 
cultural people of the Mississippi Valley 
are in warui sympathy with the develop- 
ment of those great Southern interest®, be- 
cause they fully appreciate the advantages 
to be derived from the establishment of large 
home markets for their products. In the 
event of any modification of the tariff on 
sugar, they suggest that grades Nos. 14, 15, 
and 16 should not, as now, be sealed so high 
above relining grades as to exciude them, but 
that they should beso graded as.to allow 
their importation. They also recommend the 
use of the polariscope as a test of the grade 
of sugar. 

In reply to questions by Mr. Kenner, Mr. 
Keever stated that the views expressed in 
this paper were those of the entire grocery 
trade of Cincinnati, and that the assuciation 
had no connection whatever with the sugar- 
refining interest. 

Mr. Laws stated in reply to a question by 
Mr. Oliver that there was no general feeling 
in the community in favor of any radical 
change in the tari, and it would be better 
to let the tariff remain as it is than to have it 
materially interfered with in either way. 

J. B. Mitchell, of Cincinnati, an importer 
of dry goods, made some suggestions as to 
rules and classification of merchandise, and 
urged that such changes be made in the tariif 
as will simplify the collection of duties and 
relieve importers and manufacturers of inuch 
annoyance, uncertainty. and actual loss. 

George Kh. MeKee, of the Kentucky River 
Mills, Frankfort, Ky., made a‘ plea in favor 
of the hemp interest. He asked to have the 
duty made permanent on manilla and sisal, 
so as to insure fair and reliable prices for 
hemp raised in this country. 

George Stribley, of Cincinnati, manufac- 
turer of ladies’ shoes, made an argumetit 
against the increase of duties on tanned or 
finished kid skins, on the ground that the 
shoe manufacturers would find their in- 
terests imperiled, on account of the in- 
adequate supply of finished materials in this 
country, and that there would be a necessary 
advance in the price of boots and shoes to 
the consumer. It would be far betfer to take 
the present tariff off tanned or finished kid 
and goat skins soas to afford an opportunity 
to bootand shoe manufacturers to work up 
the surplus sole leather that is now sold in 
Europe to the extent of $10,000,000 a year. 
American manufacturers could then make 
shoes for Mexico, Central and South America 
and the adjoining islands instead of furnish- 
ing terials to Great Britain, France, and 
Germany and allowing those eoWntries to 
supply the markets of the world.

In the afternoon session John L. Mitchell 
and J. L. Pfau, as President and Secretary of 
an association of rolling-mills, submitted an 
argument against any reduction of the duties 
on iron. Mr. Pfan said that he and Mr. 
Mitchell represented eight rolling-mills in 
the immediate vicinity of Cincinfiati that 
employed from 3,500 to 4,000 men. The pro- 

rietors of these rolling-mills had recently

The result of it was to prove 
the necessity of moderation on tariff rates, 
and of care and discrimination in the adjust- 
ment.
